REPORT OF THE MEDICAL SANITARY INSPECTOR. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report relative to the 
scarlet fever and diphtheria service for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1902: During the year the decline in the number of reported cases of 
diphtheria wnich began last year has continued. Only 598 cases have 
been reported, against 675 reported last year and 1,109 the year before. 
The percentage of reduction, however, is not nearly as great as that 
of last year, when the decrease was 40 per cent. During the year just 
closed the decline was 11.4 per cent. The cases occurred in the ratio 
of 2.08 per each 1,000 of total population, and as usual the ratio of 
the white cases greatly exceeded that of the colored. The ratio of the 
former was 2.41 and of the latter 1.34 per each 1,000. Of the cases 
85 terminated fatally, making a death rate of 14.2 per cent, which is 
an increase over that of last year of 2.4 per cent. 

The mortality among the colored portion of our population has 
remained about the same, viz, 20.1 per cent, while that of the whites 
has increased from 9.9 per cent to 12.7 per cent. 

The number of colored persons who suffered from this disease was 
1 19, or 19.9 per cent of the total number. This proportion of colored 
to white cases remains about the same from year to year. 

The number of white persons affected with the disease was 479, of 
whom 61 died. 

Of scarlet-fever cases also there has been a decrease in the number 
reported. There were reported 344 cases, which is 144, or 29.5 per 
cent, less than the number brought to the attention of the department 
the previous year. Of these cases 15 died, making a death rate of 4.3 
per cent, which is a marked increase over that of last year, when the 
rate was only 1.43 per cent. 

The colored cases numbered orily 24, of whom 2 died, giving a death 
rate of 8.33 per cent. 

Of white cases 320 were reported, and 13 died, producing a mortality 
rate of 4.06 per cent. 

The ratio of all cases to the total population was 1.19 per each 1,000, 
while that of the white was 1.61 and of the colored 0.27 per each 1,000 
of population. 

The usual tables giving the cases and deaths by color and sex for 
each month, and showing ages of cases and decedents, are appended, 
and do not differ materially from the corresponding tables of other 

years. 

The office has continued the work of disinfection, and it is gratify- 
ing to note the increased number of requests for disinfection after cases 
of tuberculosis. 

On the receipt of the certificate of death from tuberculosis a circular 
letter is sent to the physician who had charge of the case, suggesting 
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the advisability of disinfection and informing him that the department 
will do the work if desired. There have heen 92 such requests, and it 
is hoped the number will increase until the premises of all cases arc 
rendered free of the disease. 

Experiments have been made from time to time to test the efficiency 
of our method of disinfection, and the results have invariably been 
good. In no instance* has there been a second case of disease in which 
the cause could be traced to faulty disinfection. 

At the disinfection station 5.460 articles have been rendered free of 
disease germs, as follows:

As a matter of interest, to show the advantage to the public of this 
plant operated by the department, it may be stated that under the old 
system, when each family paid for the goods disinfected at a private 
establishment, the disinfection of these articles would have cost them 
about *3,100. When to this was added the cost of labor and material 
tor house disinfection, it can readily be seen that the saving to the 
public is very great. Another and yet greater benefit derived bv 
the community is having this important work done by skilled hands. 

During the year in the bacteriological laboratorv 2,360 cultures 
were examined, of which 942, or 39.9 per cent, were primary. Of the 
primary .cultures, 347. or 36.8 per cent, contained 1 the bacillus of 

phthcr.a. I here were 243 patients suffering from minor contagious 
diseases treated in the isolating wards of the hospitals, as follows:

Of these, the pay hospital 
days were 231 for 9 cases of scarlatina, averaging 25.7 days each. 

At the last session of Congress an act was passed providing for the 
report of cases of typhoid fever. Under this law the first cases were 
reported in February, and since that time there have been brought to 
the attention of the department 200 cases, of whom 41 succumbed to 
the disease, making a death rate of 22 per cent, This is probably a 
higher rate than actually exists, for it is certain that all the cases have 
not been reported, owing to the newness of the law and the ignorance 
of physicians regarding it. This last reason should not exist, for on 
the passage of the act a copy of the law and cards for reporting cases 
and recoveries were sent to every registered physician in the District 
of Columbia. Although not of much value, for the reasons given, 
tables of the cases reported and deaths, by months, sex, color, and 
ages, are appended. 

As far as possible these cases have been investigated to ascertain 
the source of infection. To this end our inquiries have been directed 
to the length of illness, absence from city, milk, and water supply. 
So far our investigations have not been productive of results of any 
value. We have not been able to trace the cases to any other source 
and are almost persuaded that in the great majority of cases our Poto- 
mac water is at fault. It will be interesting to compare results after 
the installation of the filtration plant.

Of the samples of milk examined, 4,109 were collected about the 
city, 296 from the Baltimore and Ohio station, 283 from the Southern 
Railway station, while the remaining 26 were submitted by private 
parties. 

Of the number of samples of cream examined, 214: were collected 
about the city, 61 were obtained at the Baltimore and Ohio station, 
50 from the Southern Railway station, while the remaining 9 samples 
were submitted by private parties. 

One thousand four hundred and forty-two samples of milk collected 
about the city were found to contain less than the legal requirement 
of 3.5 per cent of butter fat, while 92 samples collected from the 
Baltimore and Ohio station and 82 from the Southern station were 
found to be likewise deficient in this respect. These figures correspond 
approximately to 35, 31, and 29 per cent, respectively. 

Of the samples of cream collected about the city, 174, or 86 per 
cent, were below the legal requirements of 20 per cent butter fat, 
while 48, or 78 per cent, of those collected from the Baltimore and 
Ohio station, and 50, or 86 per cent, of those collected from the South- 
ern station, were likewise found to be deficient in this respect. 

Four hundred and sixty-three, or 11 per cent, of the samples of milk 
collected about the city were found to contain less than 3 per cent of 
butter fat, while 11 samples from the Baltimore and Ohio station and 
10 samples from the Southern station, approximating 3.5 per cent in 
each instance, were also found to contain less than 3 per cent of fat. 

Of the samples of cream examined, 44, or 20 per cent, of those col- 
lected about the city, 9, or 14 per cent, of those collected from the 
Baltimore and Ohio station, and 4, or 8 per cent, of those collected from 
the Southern Railway station, contained less than 15 per cent of 
Gutter fat. 
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For the sale of milk adulterated within the meaning of "an act 
relating to the adulteration of food and drugs in the District of Colum- 
bia," 232 eases were referred to the police court, with the result that 
collateral was forfeited in 156 instances, tines imposed in 53 instances, 
sentence suspended in 1 case, personal bonds taken in 1, 3 cases con- 
tinued, 10 dismissed. 9 nolle prossed. I have been unable to ascertain 
the disposition of the remaining 7 cases. 

For the sale of cream adulterated within the meaning of the pure- 
food act, 11 cases were referred to the court, with the result that col- 
lateral was forfeited in 8 instances, tine imposed in 1 instance, while 1 
case was dismissed and the other continued. 

Taking the milk and cream together, formic aldehyde was found to 
be present in 18 instances. 

In many of these instances the adulteration was traced to the pro- 
ducer, so that the prosecution was instituted against the producer 
rather than the retailer, and, in fact, while the law holds the one who 
sells adulterated foods responsible therefor, yet. where possible, we 
have in all cases followed the matter to its source and instituted pro- 
ceedings against the party actually guilty of committing the offense, 
and relieved the other parties, technically liable, from the prosecution. 

Twenty-live of the samples of water examined were from dairy 
farms, 68 were submitted by private parties, 3 were from the public 
schools, 3 from the public wells, 2 collected by the department from 
private wells, while the remaining 3 were submitted by the engineer 
department. 

Of the samples of batter examined. 21 were found to be oleomar- 
garine. Prosecutions were instituted in 6 instances, with the result 
that collateral was forfeited in 4 instances and tines imposed in the 
other 2. 1 

The reason for the small number of prosecutions instituted in this 
case was owing to the fact that the inspector who collected a number 
of the samples was unable to appear in court as a witness owing to her 
subsequent connection with the smallpox service. 

Of the samples of lard examined, 25 were found to be adulterated, 
24 ot which were referred to the court, with the result that fines were 
imposed in 2 instances, personal bonds taken in 1 instance, and collateral 
forfeited in 21 instances. 

Seven samples of vinegar were also found to be adulterated within 
the meaning of the law, and prosecutions were accordingly instituted, 
with the result that a tine was imposed in 1 instance, collateral was 
iorteitecl in 4 instances, sentence suspended in 1 case, while 1 case was 
nolle prossed. 

Of the samples of cider examined 15 were found to be adulterated, 
and prosecutions were accordingly instituted in those cases, 7 of whom 
were tined, 5 forfeited collateral, personal bonds taken in 1 case, and 
the cases continued in the other 2 instances. 

Of the samples of olive oil examined 20 were found to be adulter- 
ated and were accordingly referred to the police court, with the result 
that hues were imposed in S instances, 10 forfeited collateral, and 2 
were nolle prossed. 

UmTSSS f i >Uki, > r ir wd( 'i 0llt of the numbei * examined were 
likewise found to be adulterated, and upon reference to the police 
court hues were imposed in 4 instances and collateral forfeited in 1. 
In addition to the samples above enumerated, 42 samples of extract 
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of vanilla were examined, of which 1 sample only was found to be 
genuine; '21 samples of maple sirup, of which 1 3 were found to be 
genuine and 11 adulterated, and 1 sample of lemon extract, which was 
a cheap artificial substitute containing no oil of lemon whatever. 

Owing to an agreement entered into between the wholesale jobbers 
and this department, whereby the former agreed to see that their 
goods were in the future properly labeled, no prosecutions were insti- 
tuted in these cases. 

It will thus be seen that owing to the increased force of this depart- 
ment the work of the same has been considerably extended, and it is 
to be presumed that as the force becomes more familiar with the nature 
of the work still greater results will be obtained. 

As to the nature of the adulterations, some of them are clearly inju- 
rious to health, as is evidenced by the nature of the baking powders 
examined, which were found to consist of a mixture of bicarbonate of 
soda and alum mixed with about 27 per cent of pulverized rock, while 
in some instances, as in the case of maple sirup adulterated by the addi- 
tion of cane sugar, it is not so presumed to be. 

It is in regard to this latter class of goods that the jobbers maintain 
that they should not be molested, as the adulteration is not injurious 
to health and the public demand a cheap article. 

This is, however, but the entering wedge to a large class of so-called 
noninjurious preparations which have little or no food value and 
whose harmlessness has never been demonstrated. In addition thereto 
there is no reason in the statement that the public demand a cheap 
article, when in the majoritv of cases one spoonful of the genuine 
will go further than a cupfuf of the substitute. This is illustrated in 
the case of the extract of vanilla or lemon. In the former case the 
substitute consists of a solution of coumarin, or at the best of an 
extract of the tonka bean, whose active principle is coumarin and 




and it is doubtf ul whether any of the flavoring principle remains alter 
the same has withstood the heat of the oven. However that may be, 
the department has never interferred where the goods were sold on 
their merit, for what they really were, unless the same was clearly 
injurious to health. 

A number of samples of crab meat were examined for preservatives, 
it having been alleged that formic aldehyde or its solution was used 
for that purpose. The examination, however, failed to confirm that 
allegation, as no preservatives of anv description were found. 

The samples of cider, for which prosecutions were instituted against 
the venders of the same, were found to be in each instance adulterated 
with salicylic acid, and in addition thereto in one or two instances they 
were found to be cheap imitations of cider, being made from a sugar 
solution, to which a little caramel coloring and yeast had been added, 
together with a little formaldehyde to prevent the fermentation Irom 
Koing too far. In one or two instances no preservatives were found, 
although it was evident that they had been used in the process ol 
manufacture. As gaseous products only disappear in this manner, it 
is probable that either formic aldehyde or hydrogen peroxide had been 
originally used. This subject will receive consideration later on. 

In view of the small compensation which the inspectors who are 
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assigned to the collection of samples receive, I would respectfully call 
your attention to the desirability of providing such inspectors with u 
carriage, or other form of vehicle, for this service. Rapid transit on 
their part is often very essential, for which reason they nave hitherto 
provided themselves with conveyances at their own expense, which 
makes a material reduction in their compensation in course of a year. 
For which reason I would recommend that bicycles or other vehicles 
be furnished the inspectors in this branch of the service, orthat at least 
reasonable allowance be made for the wear and repair of their own 
machines incident to the service.

Dairy-farm inspection.— The inspection of the dairy farms in the 
District of Columbia, Maryland, and Virginia producing milk tor sale 
in the city has occupied the time of the veterinary inspectors or tnis 
department, three of whom have been engaged on this work during 
the whole fiscal year, while a fourth inspector was employed during 
the latter half of the year. . . . 

With this force at our disposal and another veterinary inspectoi 
provided for the next fiscal year, there will be five veterinarians 
engaged in this very necessary' and useful service. 

This is the force suggested when the act regulating the sale ot milk 
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in the District of Columbia was passed in 1895 as the necessary force 
to give an adequate inspection of all the dairy farms in the District of 
Columbia, Maryland, and Virginia supplying milk to this city, yet the 
large increase in the number of licensed farms in Virginia and Mary- 
land during the past year will require another inspector to aid in this 
inspection in Maryland, where the increase in milk shippers has been 
unprecedented, there having been 150 importers' permits issued during 
the year to farmers principally in that section of Maryland between 
Rockville and Frederick. 

There has been a large increase in the number of Virginia shippers 
during the fiscal year, 77 importers' permits having been issued to 
Virginia dairy farmers. 

About one-half of these permits have been issued for farms between 
Washington and Round Hill, Va., and the other half tof arms along the 
Southern Railroad as far as Somerset, Va. (91 miles), while other per- 
mits have been issued for farms in Fairfax and Alexandria counties, 
and to farms as far distant as Woodstock, Va., in the Shenandoah 
Valley. 

It has been impossible to inspect these farms prior to licensing, owing 
to the limited amount of money at the disposal of the department. 

1 recommend that hereafter no permits be issued for dairy farms save 
after an official inspection by one of the veterinary inspectors of this 
department. 

The practice heretofore of issuing importers' permits whenever the 
questions in their applications were properly answered has not been 
instrumental m securing sanitary milk, since an inspection of a large 
number ot these farms during the fiscal year has shown that a large 
number ot these farms should not have been licensed, as they did not 
comply in any respect with the dairy-farm regulations, and in many 
cases the questions asked in the applications have been so adroitly 
answered that the inspector would never recognize the cow barn as the

After securing their permits, it is often difficult to get these dairy 
farmers to repair and often rebuild their barns and fairies in order 
that they comply with the dairy regulations, while it would be far 
easier to secure compliance of the same by withholding the permit 
until inspected and found worthy of receiving a permit. With the

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The number of dairy farms is gradually decreasing, owing to the 
above reasons and to the encroachment of building operations on 

former pasture lands. , . •, . 

High-priced cows and forage have also resulted in decreasing the 
number of cows kept on many small farms in Maryland and Virginia 
adjacent to the District of Columbia, this being one of the causes in 
stimulating the farmers far out in both these States in milk production, 
since they can produce milk cheaper on their large farms. 

The high price of cows has been beneficial to us in some respects, as 
fanners are more careful in their purchases, this resulting in a decrease 
of L>r> per cent in the total number of diseased cows condemned as unfit 
for dairy purposes during the past year. 

The Virginia farms shipping milk from points inaccessible by daily 
driving from this city have been generally inspected during the year 
by Dr. Drake, the District veterinary inspector, stationed at Leesburg, 
Va.. who has practically inspected all the farms on the Washington 
and Bluemont Railroad," the main source of the Virginia milk, as well 
as the majority of those farms between Washington and Somerset, on 
the main line of the Southern Railroad, from which a large amount of 
milk is shipped. 

This system of local inspection has proven very satisfactory during 
the past year, and it is hoped that during the coming year it will be 
extended to the Maryland dairy district (Frederick to Rockville), which 
supplies nearly one-half of our milk. 

Those dairy farms in Alexandria and Fairfax counties, Va., within 
driving distance of this city, have been regularly inspected during the 
fiscal year, as well as all the dairy farms on the Mount Vernon Electric 
Railroad. 

There remain to be inspected in Virginia those farms in the Fred- 
ericksburg division between Alexandria and Quantico, and several 
points on the Southern Railroad, all of which will no doubt be inspected 
early in the next fiscal year. . 

In Maryland all farms adjacent to the District of Columbia have 
been repeatedly inspected. The great dairy center of Maryland, 
between Frederick and Boyds, on the Metropolitan branch of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad, was partially inspected last fall by Dr. 
Young, of this department, who inspected all farms from Frederick to 
Dickerson, Md., and would have concluded the inspection of that large 
district between Dickerson and Rockville had not the appropriation 
for traveling been exhausted. 

There remains to be inspected in Maryland all those farms between 
Washington and Dickerson, although many of them have been inspected 
at irregular intervals during the past four years. 

There is also a large district not vet inspected in Montgomery County, 
Md., in the neighborhood of Ednor, Sandy Spring, and Laytonsville, 
which will probably be inspected during the coming year. 

Abattoir and stock-yard inspection— Owing to the increase in tne 
inspection force of this section of the health department, much more 
attention has been given to this very important duty. In previous 
years this work has been carried on at very irregular intervals and no 
systematic attention given it, owing to the overwhelming amount ot 
dairy-farm inspection. 

While the dairy-farm inspection will always be considered as tne 
more important duty, yet the inspection of abattoirs and food animals. 
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both ante and post-mortem, is almost as important to the health of the 
community. 

At present by far the most of the meat consumed in the District of 
Columbia is dressed in the great Western packing- houses, and is very 
satisfactory from the health standpoint, as the interstate commerce 
laws require all this meat to be inspected and stamped b} r Federal 
officials. 

There is, however, one large abattoir doing business in the District 
of Columbia, located at Bennings, D. C. Cattle, hogs, sheep, and calves 
are killed daily except Sunday. Probably three-fourths of all the 
home-dressed meat is killed at this abattoir," where we have established 
a fair system of inspection. 

During the first half of the fiscal year an inspector was on duty 
here at least three days of each week. In the latter half of the year 
a daily system of inspection was provided by requiring each of the 
three veterinary inspectors to give two days a week to this work, and 
the inspection has worked very smoothly and satisfactorily. The 
grade of animals killed has been very good and condemnation of dis- 
eased stock has seldom occurred. The home-dressed cattle are usually 
fed in Fauquier County, Va., and in or about Hagerstown, Md. The 
hogs are shipped from Cincinnati, Ohio, and East Liberty (near 
Pittsburg), Pa., and coming such a distance, any hog having the chol- 
era or any febrile disease is usually dead on its arrival here, thus 
saving condemnation and keeping the condemned lists very small. 

Dairy cows occasionally drift into the yard and upon slaughter are 
frequently found diseased and are promptly seized, condemned, and 
tanked for fertilizer. 

A few small slaughterhouses still exist, but each year sees a fewer 
number doing business. 

One of these small slaughterhouses daily kills cattle, sheep, and 
calves, and occasionally hogs, and is kept neat and in sanitary condition. 

The other small houses are unsanitary and give us much trouble 
keeping them clean. Cattle and small stock (hogs excepted) are killed 
irregularly at live of these places. 

A small number of hogs are killed daily at two small suburban slaugh- 
terhouses, while sheep and calves are dressed at a lame number of 
places 




ly requiring that no meat shall be sold in the District of 
Columbia save it bear either the Federal or District stamp of inspec- 
tion. W e have the necessary force to put such a law into effect. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Tuberculosis— This disease among cattle always heads the list in 
frequency and in importance. While many farms are free of it, I fear 
that others are saturated with it. There are 1,065 cows on licensed 
dairy farms in the District of Columbia, and I believe it a verv easy 
and practical thing to eradicate this disease from the District if Con- 
£3 r^°Tu e th f n \T? y ^reimburse owners for condemned dis- 
oi , They / h ° ul <? be reimbursed to a fair degree as the cows 
aie seized and condemned to protect the public, and to prevent the 
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infection of healthy cattle on other farms. This would greatly encour- 
age our dairy farmers and would be a good object lesson to our neigh- 
boring States, upon whom we depend so largely for our milk and meat. 

IToq cholera. This disease occurred twice during the year in the 
District. One farmer near Brightwood lost all his hogs, the infection 
being caused by hauling offal to his farm for fertilizing purposes, this 
offal coming from a slaughterhouse where Western hogs are daily 
killed. 

The other outbreak occurred on two farms between Giesboro and 
Shepherds Point, D. C, where all the hogs died on both farms. These 
farms probably were infected by dead hogs floating across the Potomac 
River over from Jackson City, where hog cholera had been rampant. 

Glanders. — No cases of glanders have been officially reported to this 
office during the fiscal year. We are not laboring under any false 
sense of security as to this disease, because there probably occurs now 
and then a case of glanders in the practice of the local veterinarians, 
and is not reported by them, but such animals are promptly destroyed. 

Rabies. — There were 13 cases of rabies among dogs in the District 
of Columbia during the fiscal year. In all cases the diagnosis has 
been proven by inoculating rabbits. We have been very active in 
quarantining dogs exposed to rabies, and in every reported case of 
rabies we have quarantined and kept under close observation for four 
months all suspicious or exposed dogs. 

This disease has occurred in all parts of the District, but more 
frequently in the suburbs. Quarantine areas were established in 
Brookland, Congress Heights, and Mount Pleasant. 

Probably the greater liberty permitted dogs in the suburbs has 
something to do with spreading this disease in these places, as the city 
house dog is kept under closer observation by his owner and is promptly 
destroyed upon the first symptoms of rabies and is thus prevented 
from the destructive rovings so characteristic of this disease.

ORIGIN OF CASES. 



As already stated, the cases first admitted were traced to those 
admitted in June. The next cases were infected by a patient whose 
infection was traced to Philadelphia. The next was a man from Vir- 
ginia, whose brother was recovering from smallpox, but who had no 
medical attendant. Then followed a case in November, which came 
from Radnor, through Philadelphia, in the beginning of the eruptive 
stage, hoping to escape the disease through night; she was in hospital 
twenty-one days. In order to obtain her previous history and her 
place of residence, which at first she refused to make known, it 
became necessary to threaten arrest and criminal prosecution after 
recovery. This had the desired effect. 

In January a case infected in Illinois was admitted, and during the 
night ot the same day'a tramp with smallpox was found upon the rail- 
road track, rhis man had come from Radnor, through Philadelphia, 
to be arrested in Baltimore and imprisoned for seven days. At the 
expiration ot his sentence he made his way to Washington, sleeping in 
barns and outhouses, begging his food where he could. His condition 
was serious, tor exposure to the snow and ice had caused a pneumonic 
process to set up. He suffered from the confluent variety and made a 
good recovery In the same month came cases infected in Newark, 
N. J., and in New lork City.

March brought cases whose infection was traced to Boston, 
lhe April cases came from Minnesota, the contact being direct. 
I he hospital w as closed on June L>. 

Cases whose histories showed incorrect diagnosis were reported for 
investigation in July. r 

A case admitted in February was diagnosed and treated as varicella 
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by a physician, then as syphilis by an advertising specialist and in- 
ducements held out for a year's contract for medical treatment. It 
was with difficulty he could be convinced of the error of the latter 
physician, who had exhibited pictures to confirm his contention. 

The case admitted from Maryland, in February, had been dismissed 
by an inspector with the injunction to keep away from Washington, 
as he might catch smallpox. 

Another case admitted in February was diagnosed as "quinine rash," 
while another had a diagnosis of "biliousness." 

NOTIFICATION. 

The past year has demonstrated to me in the most forcible manner 
the wisdom in reporting for investigation many of the eruptive dis- 
eases. Cases of smallpox have been treated as chickenpox, as measles, 
as syphilis, and as impetigo contagiosa. One case was examined and 
pronounced "poison oak" eruption. The errors have in the majority 
of eases resulted in great pecuniary losses to the parties concerned, 
and have entailed a great amount of extra duty and anxiety for those 
connected with the department. 

1 should therefore earnestly recommend the compulsory notification 
of all cases of measles and chickenpox for investigation, but not for 
placarding. Typhoid fever has been added to the list, so why not the 
diseases indicated, whose ravages have under a mistaken diagnosis 
decimated communities ? 

The latest communities to include chickenpox in this class of cases 
are Hath rural district, Canada, and San Francisco, Cal. The council 
of each has passed such ordinance. San Francisco is more drastic than 
any 1 know, as will be seen from the following copy of the ordinance: 

[Bill No. 647— Ordinance No. 515.] 

An ordinance requiring the reporting of varicella to the health officer: 
Whereas experience demonstrates that varioloid is frequently mistaken for varicella 
and many lives thereby imperiled, therefore, be it ordained by the people of the city 
and county of San Francisco, as follows: 

Skctk >n 1 . Every physician practicing in this city and county shall report in writing 
to the health officer everv case of varicella or chickenpox of which he may have pro- 
fessional knowledge within twenty-four hours after he shall be satisfied of the nature 
of the disease. 

Sec. 2. Any person violating the above provision shall upon conviction thereof be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $500 or impris- 
onment in the countv jail for not more than six months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, 

Approved, San Francisco, June 30, 1902.

CLINICAL ADVANTAGES. 

The diagnosis of smallpox in manv instances is difficult to establish, 
and this difficulty increases with the marked tendency of patients to 
either willfully or unintentionally conceal a truthful history of symp- 
toms as well as to deny exposure to the disease. 

Measles, la grippe, pneumonia, tvphoid fever, dengue, muscular 
rheumatism, and malarial infection in the earlv stages will simulate 
smallpox, in that chill, fever, headache, backache, cough, and a general 
tooling of discomfort are present, and it requires time to settle the 
question of a correct diagnosis.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 



Eruptive diseases — varicella, pemphigus, impetigo contagiosa, ery- 
thema multiforme, eczema pustulosa — are eliminated with more diffi- 
culty. 

Drug eruptions, such as produced by the iodides and the bromides, 
when accompanied by fever and headache, deserve careful attention. 
The eruption caused by belladonna, atropia, copaiba simulate the pre- 
emptive rashes sometimes observed in smallpox, while a rare form 
of papular eruption attending the long-continued administration of 
arsenic, especially when an obstinate malarial infection is present, 
causes great anxiety. 

Now, when we consider all the different sources of error in diagnosis 
it would be unjust to hold a physician strictly responsible for an error 
in diagnosis, where his knowledge of the disease is based upon text- 
book study, to the exclusion of actual experience with the disease. 

The health department of the District of Columbia in its endeavors 
to be just to everyone — physicians, student of medicine, and patient- 
grants, under certain regulations, permission to visit the smallpox 
hospital to physicians and fourth-year students who may apply for the 
privilege. In these efforts I have ever been willing to assist, but unfor- 
tunately the exception proves the rule, for in more than twelve months 
no one has availed himself of the advantages offered. Let us hope 
the future will change this apparent indifference, for ignorance is not 
an excuse under the law, and in the case where smallpox opportunities 
have passed without being grasped, the only excuse which could be 
offered would be that of indifference to the welfare of the community. 

The regulations which were formulated, at my request, by the 
health officer are embodied in the following extracts from an official 
letter, under date of November 25, 1901: 

First. Each student desiring to examine eases of smallpox in the smallpox hospital 
must make application in writing to the health officer, requesting permission so to do. 
fcuch application must be indorsed by the dean of the medical college with which he 
is connected, certifying that the applicant is a member of the present graduating class 
ot such college, that he has been recently successfully vaccinated on some specified 
date or that he has been recently vaccinated unsuccessfully not less than three times, 
the dates of such unsuccessful vaccinations to be given, and requesting in the name 
of the medical college that the application be granted. 

Second. Upon receipt of such application the health officer will, if satisfied that 
the applicant is a suitable person to be admitted to the smallpox hospital, and that 
he can be admitted without detriment to public interest, authorize the phvsician in 
charge of the hospital to admit him subject to the following conditions and such 
additional restrictions as the physician in charge may deem proper:

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hospital with him a written request from the owner of such articles that such student 
be allowed to use them. 

Each student after leaving the ward and before leaving the hospital will take a 
full bath in a solution of bichloride of mercury. 

Each student will be placed on his honor not to discuss before the public his visits 
to the hospital; to ad vise the college authorities and the health department promptly 
of any indisposition following his visit to the hospital; and to report for inspection 
at such place and time as may be designated by the health officer, if so directed by 
said health officer; and to obey all rules and instructions of the health department 
or of the physician in charge of the smallpox hospital. 

Students must definitely understand that if they enter the hospital they will be 
exposed to smallpox and subject to all laws and regulations governing persons so 
exposed. 

THE CASE OF C. H. 

Our first and only fatality occurred on March 10, after a period of 
freedom from such occurrence of twenty-two months. The circum- 
stances surrounding this case were peculiarly distressing. 

A brief history is here given: 

"C. II., male; white; aged 18 years; admitted February 25; never 

vaccinated. 

Lett his home in Ohio about five weeks previous with three others 
about the same age. They tramped to Pittsburg, Pa., then through 
Virginia, stopping at Charlottesville. At Clifton Forge they boarded 
a freight train, reaching Alexandria on February 22, where H. stayed 
all night in the station house, feeling too bad to go farther. On the 
23d ho came to Washington and went to the Rescue Mission, where 
lie remained without treatment until 24th, when he applied at one of 
our medical institutions. A diagnosis of " poison oak " was made, 
and treatment for this complaint was prescribed with directions to 
return on the next day. Returning at the proper time smallpox was 
suspected, an inspection made, and the patient transferred to the 
smallpox hospital. 

The medical history shows infection about Pittsburg during the first 
week of February. On 21st had pain in the neck, backache, and head- 
ache, but no chill; on 22d sore throat in addition; eruption on 23d on 
face, wrists, arms, and hands, like flea-bites; eruption increased on 
24th; characteristic on 25th, with chest full of rales; temperature 102, 
weakness extreme. Moved to hospital. Twenty-sixth, eruption con- 
fluent and over the entire body; tongue as rough as a nutmeg grater; 
soft palate studded with eruption. Twenty-seventh, expectorates 
with difficulty; refuses all nourishment except milk punches. March 
1, left lung solid. Third, pustules filled and beginning to break, some 
contain blood; on wrists and legs have so run together that sacs nave 
formed; odor was so offensive that he was moved from the ward to a 
private room; face very much swollen; lung condition same. Fourth, 
mind dull; pustules on face drying, elsewhere very dark and ashy 
gray in color. Sixth, involuntary evacuations; condition critical; 
strychnine sulphate, grain one-fortieth every hour, ^exenth, is 
stronger; sleeps during the dav, restless during the night. Ligntn, 
face cleaning, delirious, attempts to get out of bed and wants to go 
home, talks about sister; suppuration on legs and feet extensive, while 
pustules on chest, arms, and back have fallen. Ninth, case hopeless; 
lungs filling; sharp pain in left side over heart. Tenth, still complains 
of the pain in the side; will not stay in bed unless he is watched; break- 
ing very superficial and labored; becoming cyanotic; at 3.45 p. m. 
died without a struggle.

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IMPROVEMENTS. 



The hospital was closed in August, 1901, necessary improvements, 
such as painting and carpentering were begun; this work was sus- 
pended on September 15 by reason of the admission of patients. In 
November the work of concreting the roadways within the inclosure 
was pushed rapidly to an end. This work was an absolute necessity, 
but the cold weather and the rapidity with which it was done did not 
allow an excellence of character. 

The vestibule constructed at the front entrance to the hospital has 
been of very great service. The door in the discharging bath room 
now opens into a thoroughly disinfected room from which patients go 
immediately into the grounds. 

Since the buildings have been painted, we have been free from damp 
walls and the appearance of the institution is much improved. 



Among the things needed for the future are a new ambulance and a 
new stable. 

An ambulance weighing not more than 1,100 pounds, fitted with 
movable seats and provided w ith a folding stretcher, is almost a neces- 
sity. While our present ambulance has been equal to the calls made 
upon it, it is with difficulty we can bring a patient on the stretcher 
from home by reason of its shortness. An ambulance weighing more 
than the figure I have given would exhaust a horse drawing it over a 



The stable attached to the hospital should be brought nearer the 
inclosure. Rooms for six horses and as many vehicles, with proper 
space for storing food, room for the hostlers, water and gas, concrete 
flooring, and ample sewering can be constructed at a small cost, 
Respectfully submitted.

v\ ACT To require cases of typhoid fever occurring in the District of Columbia to be reported to 

the health department of said District. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the Un/Ued States of America 
in Congress assembled, That every physician attending or called in to visit or examine 
any rase of typhoid fever in the District of Columbia shall at once send to the health 
officer of said District a certificate, in ink, signed by him, stating the name of the 
disease, and the name, age, sex, and color of the person suffering therefrom, and 
setting f<»rth by street and number or otherwise sufficiently designating the house, 
room, or other place in which said person can be found, together with such other 
reasonable information relating thereto as maybe required by said health officer; 
and upon the recovery or death of such patient the physician in attendance shall, 
within twenty-four hours after he becomes aware of such recovery or death, forward 
to said health officer a similar certificate certifying thereto. 

Sec. 2. That anv person violating any of the provisions of this Act shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 3. That all prosecutions under this Act shall be in the police court of said 
District upon information brought in the name of the District of Columbia and on 
its behalf! 

Sec. 4. That all Acts and parte of Acts contrary to the provisions of this Act, or 
inconsistent therewith, be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER. 



AX ACT For the promotion of anatomical science and to prevent the desecration of graves in the 
District of Columbia. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Home of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That there shall be, and is hereby, created, in and for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, a board for the control of the dead human bodies hereinafter 
described, and for the distribution of such bodies among and to the schools in said 
District conferring the degree of doctor of medicine or doctor of dental surgery, or 
both ; the Post Graduate School of Medicine, incorporated by an Act of Congress, 
approved February seventh, eighteen hundred and ninety-six, entitled "An Act 
to incorporate the Post Graduate School of Medicine of the District of Columbia;" 
the medical schools of the United States Army and Navy; the medical examining 
boards of the United States Army, Navy, and Marine-Hospital Service; and the 
board of medical supervisors of the District of Columbia. Said board shall be known 
as the Anatomical Board of the District of Columbia, and shall consist of the health 
officer of said District and two representatives from each school aforesaid actually 
engaged in teaching, to be selected by and from the faculty thereof in accordance 
with the by-laws of such faculty, except in the case of the medical schools of the 
United States Army and Navy, the representatives from which shall be selected and 
detailed by the Surgeon-General of the Army and the Surgeon-General of the Navy. 
Said health officer shall call a meeting of said anatomical board for organization at a 
time and place to be fixed by said health officer as soon as practicable after the 
passage of this Act. Said anatomical board shall have full power to establish 
by-laws for its government and to appoint and to remove proper officers and agents, 
and shall keep full and complete records of its transactions and of all material facts 
pertaining to the receipt and distribution of bodies. Said records shall be open at 
all times for inspection by any member of said anatomical board and by the United 
States attorney for the District of Columbia. 

Sec. 2. That every public officer, agent, and servant, and every officer, agent, and 
servant of any and every almshouse, prison, jail, asylum, morgue," hospital, and other 
public institutions and offices having charge or control of dead human bodies requir- 
ing to be buried at public expense, shall notify said anatomical board, or such per- 
son as may be designated by the said board, whenever any dead human body comes 
into his possession, charge, or control for burial at public expense. And every such 
officer, agent, and servant shall, upon application by said anatomical board or its 
agent, without fee or reward, and complying with the laws and regulations govern- 
ing the removal of dead human bodies in the District of Columbia, deliver every such 
body to said board and permit said board or its agent to take and remove the same. 
The notice aforesaid shall be given in writing and forwarded to said anatomical 
board within twenty-four hours after said officer, agent, or servant comes into pos- 
session, charge, or control of such body for burial, and shall include such material 
information as said board may designate. But no such body shall be delivered if 
the deceased person, during his last illness, without suggestion or solicitation, 
requested to be buried or cremated; or if within the time specified above and before 
the actual delivery thereof any person claiming to be and satisfying the officer in 
charge of such body that he is of kindred or is related by marriage to the deceased 
shall claim the said body for burial or cremation, or request in writing that it be 
buried at public expense; or if within the time specified above and before actual 
delivery any person claiming to be and satisfying the officer in charge of such body 
that he is a friend of the deceased arranges to have the same properly buried or 
cremated without expense to the District; or if the deceased person was a traveler 
who died suddenly; but in any such case said bodv shall be buried or delivered to 
said applicant for burial. 

Sfx. 3. That the said anatomical board may receive the bodies reported to it as 
aforesaid, and may distribute and deliver such as are received among and to such of 
the schools and boards entitled thereto as request in writing to receive the same, 
except as otherwise expressly directed in this Act. Each such school and board 
shall receive annually, as nearly as may be practicable, such proportion of the entire 
number of bodies distributed as the number of students enrolled and in regular 
attendance at such school, and the number of candidates appearing for examination 
before such board, respectively, engaged bona fide at such school? or examined by 
n !il lr ar , f 2 ? S8 f tmg ' and "native surgery on the cadaver, bears to the total 
number of students so enrolled in attendance, and engaged, and of persons so 
examined, m the District of Columbia.

the i ™ v 1 1" X me fT* at T h Sch °V 1 or ^ ersons examined by said board, as 
he case may be, at soch times and in such form as said board may direct All 
bodies shall be delivered among such schools and boards in regular orde^ ?so as to 
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maintain, as nearly as may be practicable, an equitable allotment at all times; and 
bodies assigned to "any school or lx>ard in regular order and refused by such school or 
board without sufficient cause shall be charged against the quota of such school or 
board in such manner as not to prejudice any other school or hoard. But no body 
shall be delivered to any school or board unless within not less than twenty-four 
hours prior to such delivery notice of the death has been given by said anatomical 
board to the nearest known kinsman, relative by marriage, or friend of the 
deceased, or if none such be known, published by said anatomical board at least once 
in a daily newspaper published in the city of Washington, in the District of 
Columbia. The notice required by this section shall be deemed to have been given 
if served in writing on the person to be notified, or if left at his usual place of resi- 
dence with some adult person residing therein, or a member of the family of such 
person. Said board shall take receipts by name, or, if the name be unknown, by a 
description, for each body delivered; all receipts so obtained by said board shall be 
properly filed by it. 

Sec. 4. That no school except the medical schools of the United States Army and 
Navy shall receive any body under the provisions of this xVct until said school has 
given bond to the District of Columbia, and the Board of Commissioners of said Dis- 
trict has approved such bond, which said bond shall be in the penal sum of two 
hundred dollars and conditioned that all bodies which said school shall receive shall 
be used in said District and only for the promotion of the science and art of medi- 
cine and of dentistry. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of each and every officer, agent, and employee of 
everv school and board receiving bodies under the provisions of this Act to see that 
such' bodies are used in the District of Columbia and for the promotion of the science 
and art of medicine and of dentistry, and for no other purpose whatsoever, and that 
after being so used the remains thereof are disposed of in accordance with law. 

Sec. 6. That any person who shall, in the District of Columbia, sell or buy -any 
body aforesaid, or in any way traffic therewith, or transmit or convey any such body 
to anv place outside of" said District, or cause or procure any such body to be so 
transmitted or conveyed, or who shall, in said District, disturb or remove, without 
legal permit, any body from any grave or vault, shall, on conviction thereof, Defined 
not more than two hundred dollars or imprisoned in the workhouse of said District 
for not more than one year. 

Sec. 7. That neither the United States nor the District of Columbia, nor any officer, 
agent, or servant thereof, shall be at anv expense by reason of the delivery of anv 
body or bodies aforesaid, except such as may be properly chargeable on account of 
bodies delivered to the medical schools of the Arm v and Navy, the medical examining 
boards of the Armv, the Navy, and the Marine-Hospital Service, and the board of 
medical supervisors of the District of Columbia; but all expenses of such delivery and 
distribution, except as hereinbefore specified, and of said anatomical board, shall be

Said board shall be known 
as the Anatomical Board of the District of Columbia, and shall consist of the health 
officer of said District and two representatives from each school aforesaid actually 
engaged in teaching, to be selected by and from the faculty thereof in accordance 
with the by-laws of such faculty, except in the case of the medical schools of the 
United States Army and Navy, the representatives from which shall be selected and 
detailed by the Surgeon-General of the Army and the Surgeon-General of the Navy. 
Said health officer shall call a meeting of said anatomical board for organization at a 
time and place to be fixed by said health officer as soon as practicable after the 
passage of this Act. Said anatomical board shall have full power to establish 
by-laws for its government and to appoint and to remove proper officers and agents, 
and shall keep full and complete records of its transactions and of all material facts 
pertaining to the receipt and distribution of bodies. Said records shall be open at 
all times for inspection by any member of said anatomical board and bv the United 
States attorney for the District of Columbia. 

Sec 2. That every public officer, agent, and servant, and every officer, agent, and 
servant of any and every almshouse, prison, jail, asylum, morgue* hospital, and other 
public institutions and offices having charge or control of dead human bodies requir- 
ing to be buried at public expense, shall notify said anatomical board, or such per- 
son as may be designated by the said board, whenever any dead human body comes 
into his possession, charge, or control for burial at public expense. And every such 
officer, agent, and servant shall, upon application by said anatomical board or its 
agent, without fee or reward, and complying with the laws and regulations govern- 
ing the removal of dead human bodies in the District of Columbia, deliver every such 
body to said board and permit said board or its agent to take and remove the same. 
The notice aforesaid shall be given in writing and forwarded to said anatomical 
board within twenty-four hours after said officer, agent, or servant comes into pos- 
session, charge, or control of such body for burial, and shall include such material 
information as said board may designate. But no such body shall be delivered if 
the deceased person, during his last illness, without suggestion or solicitation, 
requested to be buried or cremated; or if within the time specified above and before 
the actual delivery thereof any person claiming to be and satisfying the officer in 
charge of such body that he is of kindred or is related by marriage to the deceased 
shall claim the said body for burial or cremation, or request in writing that it be 
buried at public expense; or if within the time specified above and before actual 
delivery any person claiming to be and satisfying the officer in charge of such body 
that he is a friend of the deceased arranges to have the same properly buried or 
cremated without expense to the District; or if the deceased person was a traveler 
who died suddenly; but in any such case said bodv shall be buried or delivered to 
said applicant for burial. 

Sec. 3 That the said anatomical board may receive the bodies reported to it as 
aforesaid, and may distribute and deliver such as are received among and to such of 
the schools and boards entitled thereto as request in writing to receive the same, 
except as otherwise expressly directed in this Act. Each such school and board 
shall receive annually, as nearly as may be practicable, such proportion of the entire 
number of bodies distributed as the number of students enrolled and in regular 
attendance at such school, and the number of candidates appearing for examination

bodies shall be delivered among such schools and boards in regular order so as to 
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maintain as nearly as may be practicable, an equitable allotment at all times; and 
bodies assigned to any school or board in regular order and refused by such school or 
board without sufficient cause shall be charged against the quota of such school or 
board in such manner as not to prejudice any other school or board. But no body 
sliall be delivered to any school or board unless within not less than twenty-four 
hours prior to such delivery notice of the death has been given by said anatomical 
board to the nearest known kinsman, relative by marriage, or friend of the 
deceased, or if none such be known, published by said anatomical board at least once 
in a daily newspaper published in the city of Washington, in the District of 
Columbia. The notice required by this section shall be deemed to have been given 
if served in writing on the person "to be notified, or if left at his usual place of resi- 
dence with some adult person residing therein, or a member of the family of such 
person. Said board shall take receipts by name, or, if the name be unknown, by a 
description, for each body delivered; all receipts so obtained by said board shall be 
properly tiled by it. 

Sec. 4. That no school except the medical schools of the United States Army and 
Navy shall receive any body under the provisions of this Act until said school has 
given bond to the District of Columbia, and the Board of Commissioners of said Dis- 
trict has approved such bond, which said bond shall be in the penal sum of two 
hundred dollars and conditioned that all bodies which said school shall receive shall 
be used in said District and only for the promotion of the science and art of medi- 
cine and of dentistrv. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of each and every officer, agent, and employee of 
every school and board receiving bodies under the provisions of this Act to see that 
such* bodies are used in the District of Columbia and for the promotion of the science 
and art of medicine and of dentistry, and for no other purpose whatsoever, and that 
after being so used the remains thereof are disposed of in accordance with law. 

Sir. (5. That any person who shall, in the District of Columbia, sell or buy any 
bodv aforesaid, or'in any way traffic therewith, or transmit or convey any such body 
to anyplace outside of said District, or cause or procure any such body to be so 
transmitted or conveved, or who shall, in said District, disturb or remove, without 
legal permit, any body from any grave or vault, shall, on conviction thereof, be fined 
not more than two hundred dollars or imprisoned in the workhouse of said District 
for not more than one year. 

Sec. 7. That neither the United States nor the District of Columbia, nor any officer, 
agent, or servant thereof, shall be at any expense by reason of the delivery ot any 
body or bodies aforesaid, except such as'may be properly chargeable on account ot 
bodies delivered to the medical schools of the Arm v and Navy, the medical examining 
boards of the Arm v, the Navy, and the Marine-Hospital Service, and the board ot 
medical supervisors of the District of Columbia; but all expenses of such delivery and 
distribution, except as hereinbefore specified, and of said anatomical board, shall be 
paid by the schools receiving such bodies, in such manner as may be specified by 
said board and by such school in proportion to the number of bodies which it has 
received; and no school which has failed or refused to pay its just proportion of such 
expense as determined by said board shall be allowed to receive any body or bodies, 
or parts thereof, while the amount so due remains unpaid. 

Sec. 8. That any person having any duty enjoined upon him by the provisions ot 
tins Act who willfully neglects, refuses, or fails to perform the same, shall, upon con- 
viction thereof , be punished bv a fine of not more than one hundred dollars or Dy 
imprisonment in the workhouse of the District of Columbia for not more than one 
year. 

Sec. 9. That all prosecutions under this Act shall be in the police court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, on information brought in the name of said District on ite Denaii. 

Sec. 10. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, and the same 
are hereby, repealed.

AN ACT Relative to the control of .logs in the District of Columbia. 

. Be it enacted by the Senate and Home of Representatives of the United States ff America 
Congress assembled, That sections three, four, and nine ot the Act ot Jj'Ongres. 
approved June nineteenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, entitled £n aci 
to create a revenue in the District of Columbia by levying a tax upon all dogs tnerem, 
to make such dogs personal property, and for other purposes," be, and the same are 
nereby, amended so as to read as follows: 
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"Sec. 3. That the pound master of the District of Columbia shall, during the 
entire year, seize all dogs found running at large without the tax tag issued by the 
collector aforesaid attached, and all female dogs in heat found running at large, and 
shall impound the same; and if within forty-eight hours the same are not redeemed 
by the owners thereof by the payment of two dollars they shall be sold or destroyed, 
as the pound master may deem advisable; and any sale made by virtue hereof shall 
be deemed valid to all intents and purposes in all courts of the District of Columbia. 

"Sec. 4. That any dog wearing the tax tag hereinbefore provided for, except 
female dogs in heat, shall be permitted to run at large within the District of Colum- 
bia, and any dog wearing the tax tag hereinbefore provided for shall be regarded as 
personal property in all the courts of said District, and any person injuring or destroy- 
ing the same shall be liable to a civil action for damages, which, upon proof of said 
injuring or killing, may be awarded in a sum equal to the value usually put upon 
such property by persons buying and selling the same, subject to such modifications 
as the particular circumstances of the case may make proper. 

"Sec. 9. That if any owner or possessor of a fierce or dangerous dog shall permit 
the same to go at large in the District of Columbia, knowing said dog to be fierce or 
dangerous, to the danger or annoyance of the inhabitants, he shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars; and if such animal shall 
attack or bite any person, the owner or possessor thereof shall, on conviction, be 
punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, and in addition to such punishment 
the court shall adjudge and order that such animal be forthwith delivered to the 
pound master, and said pound master is hereby authorized and directed to kill such 
animal so delivered to him. 

"If any owner or possessor of a female dog shall permit her to go at large in the 
District of Columbia while in heat he shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by 
a fine not exceeding twenty dollars." 

Approved June 30, 1902.* 

Here follows the Act amended as above. 



AN ACT To create a revenue in the District of Columbia by levying a tax upon all dogs therein, to 
make such dogs personal property, and for other purposes. 

[1 Sup. R. S., 374.] 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That there shall be levied a tax of 'two dollars each per annum 
upon all dogs owned or kept in the District of Columbia; said tax to be collected as 
other taxes in said District are or may be collected. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the collector of taxes, upon receipt of said tax, to 
give to the person paying the same, for each dog so paid for, a suitable metallic tag, 
stamped with the year, showing that said tax has been duly paid; and he shall keep 
a record of all such payments, with the date thereof, and the name, color, and sex 
of such dog, and the name of the person claiming anv dog so paid for; and a copy of 
such record, certified under the hand and official seal of the said collector, winch 
shall be given to any person demanding the same, upon pavment of twenty-five cents 
therefor, shall be prima facie evidence of such payment in anv court in the District 
of Columbia. 

Sec. 3. That the pound master of the District of Columbia shall, during the entire 
year, seize all dogs found running at large without the tax tag issued by the collector 
aforesaid attached, and all female dogs in heat found running at large, and shall 
impound the same; and if within forty-eight hours the same are not redeemed bv the 
owners thereof by the payment of two dollars they shall be sold or destroyed, as the 
pound master may deem advisable; and anv sale made bv virtue hereof shall be 
deemed valid t«> all intents and purposes in all courts of the District of Columbia. 
(Act of June 30, 1902. ) 

Sec. 4 That any dog wearing the tax tag hereinbefore provided for, except female 
dogs in heat, shall be permitted to run at large within the District of Columbia, and 
any dog wearing the tax tag hereinbefore provided for shall be regarded as personal 
property in all the courts of said District, and any person injuring or destroying the 
san e shall be liable to acml action for damages, which, upon proof of said injuring

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Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of any person owning or possessing a dog to place, or 
cause to be placed and kept, around the neck of such dog, a collar, on which shall 
be marked and engraved, in legible and durable characters, the name of the owner 
or possessor, and the letters "D. C", and to which collar must be attached the 
insignia or tax tag furnished by the District tax collector, in accordance with the 
first and second sections of this law, under the penalty of not less than five nor more 
than ten dollars; and if any person shall put, or cause to be put, a collar, with the 
insignia <»r tax tag. around the neck of any dog owned or possessed by any person or 
persons residing in the District, without having obtained a license for keeping such 
animal, he, she, or they shall forfeit and pay the sum of not less than five nor more 
than ten dollars for each and every offense. 

Sec. 7. Whenever it shall be made to appear to the Commissioners that there are 
good reasons for believing that any dog or dogs within the District are mad, it shall 
be the duty of the Commissioners to issue a proclamation requiring that all dogs shall, 
for a period to be defined in the proclamation, wear good, substantial muzzles securely 
put on, so as to prevent them from biting or snapping; and any dog going at large 
during the period defined by the Commissioners without such a muzzle shad be taken 
by the poundmaster and impounded, subject to the provisions of section three. 

Sec. 8. Any person who shall remove, or cause to be removed, the collar and 
insignia or tax tag from the neck of any (log, or entice any properly licensed dog into 
any inclosure for the purpose of taking off its collar or insignia, or shall for such pur- 
pose decoy or entice any animal outof the inclosure or house of its owner or possessor, 
or shall seize or molest any dog while held or led by any person, or shall bring any 
dog into the District for the purpose of taking up and killing the same, shall forfeit 
and pay a sum of not more than twenty dollars. 

Sec. 9. That if any owner or possessor of a fierce or dangerous dog shall permit 
the same to go at large in the District of Columbia, knowing said dog to be fierce or 
dangerous, to the danger or annoyance of the inhabitants, he shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars ; and if such animal 
shall attack or bite any person, the owner or possessor thereof shall, on conviction, 
be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, and in addition to such punishment 
the court shall adjudge and order that such animal be forthwith delivered to the 
pound master, and said pound master is hereby authorized and directed to kill such 
animal so delivered to him. 

If any owner or possessor of a female dog shall permit her to go at large in the 
District of Columbia while in heat he shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by 
a fine not exceeding twenty dollars.

Sec 10. That all acts or parts of acts now in force in the District of Columbia incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 
Approved, June 19, 1878. 



AN ACT To regulate the sale of viruses, serums, toxins, and analogous products in the District of 
Columbia, to regulate interstate traffic in said articles, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
m Congress assembled, That from and after six months after the promulgation of the 
regulations authorized by section four of this Act no person shall sell, barter, or 
exchange, or offer for sale, barter, or exchange in the District of Columbia, or send, 
carry, ar bring for sale, barter, or exchange from any State, Territory, or the District 
of Columbia into any State, Territory, or the District of Columbia, or from any foreign 
country into the United States, or from the United States into any foreign country, 
any virus, therapeutic serum, toxin, antitoxin, or analogous product applicable to 
the prevention and cure of diseases of man, unless (a) such virus, serum, toxin, anti- 
toxin, or product has been propagated and prepared at an establishment holding 
an unsuspended and unrevoked license, issued by the Secretary of the Treasury as 
hereinafter authorized, to propagate and prepare such virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, 
°r product for sale in the District of Columbia, or for sending, bringing, or carrying 
trom place to place aforesaid, nor (b) unless each package of such virus, serum, 
roxm, antitoxin, or product is plainly marked with the proper name of the article 
< J>ntained therein, the name, address, and license number of the manufacturer, and 
the date beyond which the contents can not be expected beyond reasonable doubt to 
yield their specific results: Provided, That the suspension or revocation of any license 
snail not prevent the sale, barter, or exchange of any virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, 
or product aforesaid which has been sold and delivered bv the licentiate prior to such 
suspension or revocation, unless the owner or custodian of such virus, serum, toxin, 
antitoxin, or product aforesaid has been notified by the Secretary ot the Treasury not 
m sell, barter, or exchange the same. 
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Sec. 2. That no person shall falsely label or mark any package or container of any 
virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, or product aforesaid; nor alter any label or mark on 
any package or container of any virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, or product aforesaid 
so "as to falsify such label or mark. 

Sec. 3. That any officer, agent, or employee of the Treasury Department, duly 
detailed by the Secretary of the Treasury for that purpose, may during all reason- 
able hours enter and inspect any establishment for the propagation and preparation 
of any virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, or product aforesaid for sale, barter, or exchange 
in the District of Columbia, or to be sent, carried, or brought from any State, Terri- 
tory, or the District of Columbia into any other State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia, or from the United States into any foreign country, or from any foreign 
country into the United States. 

Sec. 4. That the Surgeon-General of the Army, the Surgeon-General of the Navy, 
and the supervising Surgeon-General of the Marine-Hospital Service, be, and they 
are hereby, constituted a board with authority, subject to the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, to promulgate from time to time such rules as may be neces- 
sary in the judgment of said board to govern the issue, suspension, and revocation 
of licenses for the maintenance of establishments for the propagation and preparation 
of viruses, serums, toxins, antitoxins, and analogous products, applicable to the pre- 
vention and cure of diseases of man, intended for sale in the District of Columbia, 
or to be sent, carried, or brought for sale from any State, Territory, or the District of 
Columbia, into any other State, Territory, or the District of Columbia, or from the 
United States into any foreign country, or from any foreign country into the United 
States: Provided, Thai all licenses issued for the maintenance of establishments for 
the propagation and preparation in any foreign country of any virus, serum, toxin, 
antitoxin, or product aforesaid, for safe, barter, or exchange in the United States, 
shall be issued upon condition that the licentiates will permit the inspection of the 
establishments where said articles are propagated and prepared, in accordance with 
section three of this Act. 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, authorized and 
directed to enforce the provisions of this Act and of such rules and regulations as 
may be made by authority thereof; to issue, suspend, and revoke licenses for the 
maintenance of establishments aforesaid, and to detail for the discharge of such 
duties such officers, agents, and employees of the Treasurv Department as may in 
his judgment be necessary. 

Sec. 6. That no person shall interfere with any officer, agent, or employee of the 
Treasury Department in the performance of anv dutv imposed upon him by this Act 
or by regulations made by authority thereof. 

Sec. 7. That any person who shall violate, or aid or abet in violating, any of the 
provisions of this Act shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars 
or by imprisonment not exceeding one year, or bv both such fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 8. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this Act 
be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

Washington, January 2, 1002. 

Ordered, That the title of the ordinance of the late board of health of the District 
ot Lolumbm entitled "An ordinance to prevent the sale of unwholesome food in the 
cities of Washington and Georgetown" is hereby amended to read as follows: "An 
ordinance to prevent the sale of unwholesome food, and the distribution of medicinal 
and poisonous substances in the District of Columbia;" and the said ordinance is 
amended by striking out the words "cities of Washington and Georgetown" and 

cities of \\ ashington or Georgetown" wherever thev occur in said ordinance, and 
inserting m lieu thereof the words " District of Columbia;" and by striking out of 
said ordinance the word "cities" and inserting in lieu thereof the word "District." 

ine said ordinance is further amended bv adding thereto the following, to be 
known as sections 9, 10, and 11 : 

" Sec. 9 No person shall sell or offer for sale in the District of Columbia anv sheep 
or tomb slaughtered for food, until the pelt, head, and feet thereof shall have been 
removed; any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall, upon con- 
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viction thereof, be punished by a fine of not less than one dollar nor more than 
twenty-five dollars for each and every such offense. 

"Sec. 10. No person shall throw, cast, deposit, drop, scatter, or leave, or cause to 
be thrown, cast, deposited, dropped, scattered, or left upon any public highway or 
place in the District of Columbia any medicinal or toxic substance, either in package 
or in bulk, except officers, employes, or agents of the United States or of the District 
of Columbia distributing such materials for the purpose of disinfecting or cleaning; 
any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five 
dollars for each and every such offense. 

"Sec. 11. No person shall throw, cast, deposit, drop, scatter, or leave any medicinal 
or toxic substance, in package or in bulk, or cause any such substance to be thrown, 
cast, deposited, dropped, scattered, or left in or upon any premises in the District of 
Columbia without the consent of the owner or occupant of such premises, except 
officers, employes, or agents of the District government lawfully engaged in the dis- 
infection of such premises. Any person violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not less than five dollars nor 
more than twenty-five dollars for each and every such offense." 

Here follows the ordinance amended as above. 

AN ORDINANCE To prevent the sale of unwholesome food and the distribution of medicinal and 

poisonous substances in the District of Columbia. 

Be it ordained and enacted by the board of health of the District of Columbia, That no 
person shall knowingly sell, or cause to be sold, within the District of Columbia, 
any impure, diseased, decayed, or unwholesome provisions, nor shall any person 
fraudulently adulterate, for the purpose of sale within said District, any bread or 
other material intended to be used for food with any substance of a poisonous 
character, or any substance injurious to health; and any person violating the provi- 
sions of this section shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not less 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 2. That no person shall offer for sale within the District of Columbia any 
liquor used for drink, whether malt, vinous, or ardent, or the milk of cows or goats, 
intended to be used for food or drink, which has been adulterated with any poison- 
mis or deleterious ingredient; and any person violating the provisions of this section 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not less than ten nor more than 
fifty dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 3. That no person shall convey into the District of Columbia, and offer for 
sale in any part of said District, any "animal or part of animal that may be sickly, 
diseased, or unwholesome, or which may have died from disease or accident, or any 
fish or vegetables not fresh, sound, and fit for food; and any person violating the 
provisions of this section shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of 
not less than five nor more than twenty-five dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 4. That no person shall slaughter any cattle for the purpose of sale as food 
within the District of Columbia when such cattle are in a feverish or diseased condi- 
tion; and any person violating the provisions of this section shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine of not less than five nor more than twenty-five dollars 
for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 5. That no person, whether owner, manager, keeper of, agent, bartender, or 
clerk, in any saloon, restaurant, boarding house, or eating house, located within the 
District of Columbia, shall offer for sale as food or drink anything poisonous or 
unwholesome; and any person violating the provisions of this section shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not less than five nor more than twenty- 
five dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. C. That no person owning, renting, leasing, or occupying any stall, room, or 
stand where meats or vegetables are sold for food within the District of Columbia 
shall fail to keep said stall, room, or stand in a cleanly condition; nor shall such 
person allow said meats or vegetables to become poisoned, or infected, or unfit for 
food by reason of uncleanly condition of such stall, room, or stand; and any person 
violating the provisions of this section shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine 
of not less than ten nor more than twenty-five dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 7. That no person shall offer for sale within the District of Columbia any 
unwholesome, watered, or adulterated milk, or swill milk, or milk from cows kept up 
and fed on garbage, swill, or other deleterious substance; nor shall any person offer 
for sale within said District any butter or cheese made from such unwholesome milk; 
and any person violating the provisions of this section, shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine of not less than five nor more than twenty dollars for each and 
every such offense. 
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Sec. 8. That on and after the passage of this ordinance it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to sell or expose for sale within the District of Columbia any 
unsound, blown, or unwholesome meat or other article of food, under a penalty of 
not less than live nor more than twenty-five dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 9. No person shall sell or offer for sale in the District of Columbia any sheep 
or lamb slaughtered for food, until the pelt, head, and feet thereof shall have been 
removed; any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall upon con- 
viction thereof be punished by a tine of not less than one dollar nor more than twenty- 
five dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 10. No person shall throw, cast, deposit, drop, scatter, or leave or cause to be 
thrown, cast, deposited, dropped, scattered, or left upon any public highway or 
place in the District of Columbia, any medicinal or toxic substance, either in pack- 
age or in bulk, except officers, employes or agents of the United States or of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia distributing snch materials for the purpose of disinfecting or clean- 
ing; any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a tine of not less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five 
dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 11. No person shall throw, cast, deposit, drop, scatter, or leave any medicinal 
or toxic substance, in package or in bulk, or cause any such substance to be thrown, 
cast, deposited, dropped, scattered, or left in or upon anv premises in the District of 
Columbia without the consent of the owner or occupant of such premises, except 
officers, employes, or agents of the District government lawfully engaged in the dis- 
infection of such premises; any person violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a tine of not less than five dollars nor 
more than twenty-live dollars for each and every such offense. 



ORDER AMENDING the ordinance of the board of health of the District of Columbia, entitled "An 
ordinance to revise, consolidate, and amend the ordinances of the board of health, to declare what 
shall be deemed nuisances injurious to health, and to provide for the removal thereof." 

Offices of the Commissioners of the District of Columbia, 

Waxhinc/ton, January 2, 1902. 

Ordered: That the ordinance of the board of health of the District of Columbia, 
entitled "An ordinance to levise, consolidate, and amend the ordinances of the board 
of health do declare what shall be deemed nuisances injurious to health, and to pro- 
vide for the removal thereof," is hereby amended bv adding the following, to be 
known as section 1 1 £ : 

"Section 1U. No person shall place any refuse matter or permit any such matter 
to be placed in any water-closet, bath tub, washstand, sink, cesspool, down-spout, or 
other fixture in the District of Columbia connected with any public sewer or with 
any sewage disposal field, when such connection is obstructed" or defective and per- 
mits the escape of such refuse material elsewhere than into the public sewer and on 
such disposal field; any person violating the provisions of this section shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not less than five nor more than twenty- 
five dollars for each and every such offense." 

Here follows the ordinance amended as above. 

AN ORDINANCE to revise, consolidate, and amend the ordinances of the board of health, to 
thereof deemed nuisances injurious to health, and to provide for the removal 

Be it ordained and enacted by the board of health of the District of Columbia, That filth, 
the contents of cesspools, offal, garbage, foul water, dye water, refuse from manu- 
factories, ordure, urine, stable manure, decayed animator vegetable matter, or other 
offensive substance detrimental to health, thrown, placed, or allowed to remain, in 
or upon any street avenue, alley, sidewalk, gutter, public reservation, or open lot, 
in the cities of Washington or Georgetown, or in the more densely populated sub- 
urbs of said cities, are hereby declared nuisances injurious to health; and any per- 
son who shall commit, create, or maintain the aforesaid nuisances, or either of them, 
shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than five nor more than twenty-five dollars 
tor every such offense. 

Sec 2. That the earn ing and transporting of bones, hides, fish, garbage, offal, or 
other animal or vegetable substances, in decomposing and offensive condition, in any 
other than covered and inclosed vehicles, through any street, avenue, alley, or public 
fe' m Yw£ X Y ?£% 0t V™^™ or Georgetown, or the more densely popu- 
lated suburbs of said cities, is hereby declared a nuisance injurious to health; and 
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any person who shall cause, eommit, create, or maintain such nuisance shall, upon con- 
viction, be fined not less than two nor more than twenty-rive dollars for every such 
offense. 

Sec. 3. That manure accumulated in great quantities; manure, offal, or garbage 
piled or deposited within 300 feet of any place of worship, or of any dwelling, or 
unloaded along the line of any railroad, or in any street or public way; cars or flats 
loaded with manure, or other offensive matter, remaining or standing on any rail- 
road, street, or highway in the cities of Washington or Georgetown, or the more 
densely populated suburbs of said cities, are hereby declared nuisances injurious to 
health"; and any person who shall pile or deposit manure, offal, or garbage, or any 
offensive or nauseous substance within 300 feet of any inhabited dwelling within the 
limits of said cities or their said suburbs, and any person who shall unload, dis- 
charge, or put upon or along the line of any railroad, street, or highway, or public 
place within said cities or their said suburbs any manure, garbage, offal, or other 
offensive or nauseous substance within 300 feet of any inhabited dwelling, or who 
shall canst' or allow cars or flats loaded with or having in or upon them any such 
substance to remain or stand in or along any railroad, street, or highway within the 
limits of said cities or their suburbs within 300 feet of any inhabited dwelling, and 
who shall fail, after notice duly served by this board, to remove the same, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be fined not less than five nor more than twenty-five dol- 
lars lor every such offense. 

Sec. 4. That the filling, leveling, or raising the surface of any ground or lot within 
the cities of Washington or Georgetown, or the more densely populated suburbs of 
said cities, with animal or vegetable substances, filth gathered in cleaning yards or 
streets, or waste material from mills or factories, or the removal of the surface ot 
any -round or lot within said cities, or their said suburbs, filled with such offensive 
matter or substance, in such manner as to cause noisome odors or noxious gases to 
arise, are hereby declared nuisances injurious to health; and any person who shall 
cause, commit, ireate, or maintain such nuisance shall, upon conviction, be fined not 
less than live nor more than twenty dollars for every such offense. 

Sec. 5. That throwing or placing anv defiling or poisonous substance, decayed 
animal or vegetable matter, or filth into, or causing or allowing the same to pass or 
enter into, anv spring, well, or river water used by the public for drinking or cook- 
ing purposes, or into the water of anv public reservoir or water pipe within the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, wherebv such water is rendered impure and unwholesome, are 
hereby declared nuisances "injurious to health; and any person who shall commit or 
create' such nuisance shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than five nor more than 
fifty dollars for every such offense. 

Sec. 6. That anv we lis, springs, or waters used for drinking or cooking purposes, 
which are impure and unwholesome, or which have been rendered mipiire and 
unwholesome by reason of anv defiling or poisonous substance, are hereby declared 
nuisances injurious to health;" and any person who shall maintain or continue such 
nuisance, after due notice from this board to abate the same, shall, upon conviction, 
be fined not less than ten nor more than fiftv dollars for every such offense. 

Sec. 8. That ailantus trees, the flowers of which produce offensive and noxious 
odors, in bloom, in the cities of Washington or Georgetown, or the more densely 
populated suburbs of said cities, are herebv declared nuisances injurious to health, 
and anv person maintaining such nuisance, who shall fail, after due notice from this 
board, to abate the same, shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than five normore 
than ten dollars for every such offense. , . .. ^ oau 

Sec. 10. And be it further ordained and enacted, That drainpipes, soilpipes, or pass- 
ages into sewers which are of inadequate and insufficient size, or which are not 
provided with proper sewer traps, within the District of Columbia, are nereoy 
declared nuisances, injurious to health; and any person or persons, whether owner 
or tenant (board, department, or corporation officer), using or possessing ^any drain- 
pipe, soilpipe, passage, or connection between any sewer and any ground, ounanv, 
or place of business, who shall fail to make such drainpipe, soilpipe, passage, or con- 
nection of adequate or sufficient size to allow the free and entire passage ot all mat 
enters or should enter the same, and provide them with proper sewer traps; and who 
shall fail, after notice duly served upon him, to supply such pipes adequate i and 
sufficient size, and provided with proper sewer traps, shall be deemed guilty ?i KeeuiuK 
and maintaining a nuisance, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be punisnea Dy a 
fine of not less than five dollars nor more than ten dollars.

Sec. 11. That all water-closets and privies connected with any house, building, or 
premises within the District of Columbia, in or upon which people uve, or wnere 
they congregate or assemble, or any kind of business is done, kept in a filthy ana 
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offensive condition, or from which noisome odors and noxious gases arise, and all 
water-closets located within and being a part of any such house or building not pro- 
vided with proper sewer traps, so as to prevent the return and escape of noxious 
gases and offensive odors from any public or private sewer connected therewith, are 
hereby declared nuisances injurious to health; and any person creating, keeping, or 
maintaining such nuisance shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than five nor 
more than twenty-five dollars for every such offense. 

Sec. 11 o. No person shall place any refuse matter or permit any such matter to be 
placed in any water-closet, bath tub,' washstand, sink, cesspool, downspout, or other 
fixture in the District of Columbia connected with any public sewer or with any 
sewage disposal iield, when such connection is obstructed or defective and permits 
the escape of such refuse material elsewhere than into the public sewer and on such 
disposal field; any person violating the provisions of this section shall upon convic- 
tion thereof be punished by a fine of not less than five nor more than twenty-five 
dollars for each and everv such offense. (Order of January 2, 1902. ) 

Sec. 12. That any privy within the cities of Washington or Georgetown, or the 
more densely popu fated suburbs of said cities, including Uniontown or Anacostia, 
and Mount Pleasant, in the District of Columbia, constructed of other material than 
brick, cement, or wood, or which is not provided with a sufficient box, bucket, or 
vessel for the reception of filth, and the inside of which is not at least five feet dis- 
tant from the line of any adjoining lot, and at least two (2) feet distant from any 
street, lane, alley, camp, square, or public place, or public or private passageway; and 
any privy so constructed that it can not be conveniently approached and cleaned, or 
in such manner that each and every vault, box, bucket, or vessel thereof is not made 
tight and close, so that the contents thereof can not escape therefrom, except as may 
be permitted by means of a passageway or conduit under ground, for the purpose of 
carrying away the contents of such vault, box, or vessel into any common sewer or 
drain, is hereby declared a nuisance injurious to health; and any person who shall 
create, maintain, or continue such nuisance, and shall fail, after due notice from this 
board, to abate or remedy the same, shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than 
five nor more than twenty dollars for every such offense. 

Sec 13. That ,f cecal matter, not thoroughly deodorized and disinfected, remaining 
in privies in the District of Columbia, is hereby declared a nuisance injurious to 
health; and the board of health shall, upon the receipt of complaint in writing, 
cause any privy to be inspected, and, if necessary, cleaned by the persons authorized 
for said purpose; and any person owning or occupying premises on which any privy 
is situated who shall refuse to permit the same to be inspected and cleaned at the 
times designated by said board, or whenever necessary, shall, upon conviction, be 
fined not less than five dollars for every such offense. 

Sec 15. That it shall be unlawful for any person to deposit the contents of any 
privy in any place other than such as may be approved by this board; and any per- 
son so offending shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than five nor more than 
fifty dollars for every such offense. 

Si c IB. That the system heretofore in use of removing night-soil, cleaning privies, 
privy boxes, vaults, sinks, and cesspools within the cities of Washington and George- 
town and the more densely populated suburbs of the said cities by buckets or other 
process agitating and exposing the contents thereof in the open air, and of transport- 
ing said contents in carts or other vehicles not air-tight through the streets, avenues, 
alleys, and other public places within said cities and their said suburbs is hereby 
declared a nuisance injurious to health. 

And that from and after the 15th day of October, A. D. 1873. no part of the con- 
tents (except substances not soluble in water) of anv privv, privv box, vault, sink, 
or cesspool within said cities or their said suburbs shall be removed therefrom, nor 
shall the same be transported through any of the streets, avenues, alleys, or other 
public places of said cities or of their said suburbs, except as the same shall be 
removed and transported by means of some air-tight apparatus, pneumatic or other 
process, so as to prevent the said contents from being agitated or exposed in the open 
air during said process of removal or transportation; and any person violating the pro- 
visions of this section shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined not less than ten nor 
more than titty dollars for every such offense. 

Sec 17. That the keeping, herding, and feeding of hogs, in pens or otherwise, 
within the cities of Washington or Georgetown, or the more densely populated 
suburbs of said cities, is hereby declared a nuisance injurious to health; and any 
person creataag ; or maintaining such nuisance, who shall fail, after due notice from 
this board, to abate the same, shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than five nor 
more than twenty-live dollars for every such offense. 
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Sec 18. That filthy and unwholesome stables, sheds, pens, or places where cows, 
horses, mules, or other animals are kept, within the cities of Washington or George- 
town, or the more densely populated suburbs of said cities, are hereby declared 
nuisances injurious to health; and any person creating or maintaining such nuisance 
who shall fail, after due notice from this board, to abate the same, shall, upon con- 
viction, be fined not less than five nor more than twenty-five dollars for every such 
offense. 

Sec 19. That any animal affected by glanders or other contagious or pestilential 
disease, kept or remaining in any stable, shed, pen, or place within the cities of 
Washington or Georgetown, or the more densely populated suburbs of said cities, 
is hereby declared a nuisance injurious to health; and any person keeping or main- 
taining such a nuisance, w ho shall fail, after due notice from this board, to abate the 
same, shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than five nor more than twenty-five 
dollars for every such offense. 

Sec. 20. That all establishments or places of business for tanning, skinning, scour- 
ing, or dressing hides or leather within the District of Columbia, in a filthy condition, 
or from which noisome odors or noxious gases arise, are hereby declared nuisances 
injurious to health; and any person who shall erect, create, maintain, or continue 
such nuisance, and who shall fail, after due notice from this board, to abate the 
same, shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than ten nor more than fffty dollars 
for everv such offense. 

Sec. 21. That the boiling of offal, swill, bones, fat, tallow, or lard; the crushing, 
grinding, or burning of bones or shells; cleansing guts; making glue from any dead 
animal or part thereof; making or boiling varnish or oil; making lampblack, turpen- 
tine, or tar; distilling ardent, alcoholic, or fermented spirits; storing or keeping 
scraps, fat, grease, or other offensive animal matter; rendering or trying out dead, 
undressed, and un slaughtered animals, or any other business or trade, whereby noi- 
some stenches and odors and noxious gases arise or are generated, within the cities 
of Washington or Georgetown, or the more densely populated suburbs of said cities, 
are hereby declared nuisances injurious to health; and any person who shall cause, 
erect, create, maintain, or continue anv such nuisance, and who shall fail, after due 
notice from this board, to abate the same, shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined 
not less than ten nor more than one hundred dollars for every such offense. 

Sec. 22. That unclean and filthy slaughterhouses, rooms, buildings, or places where 
sheep, hogs, cattle, or other animals are slaughtered, within the District of Columbia, 
are hereby declared nuisances injurious to health; and any person creating, keeping, 
or maintaining such nuisance, who shall fail, after due notice from this board, to 
abate the same, shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than ten nor more than 
fifty dollars for every such offense. 

Sec 23. That the crushing or breaking of stone within the cities of Washington or 
Georgetown, or the more densely populated suburbs of said cities, by machines or 
otherwise, in such manner as to create offensive and deleterious dust, is hereby 
declared a nuisance injurious to health; and any person creating or maintaining said 
nuisance, who shall fail, after due notice from this board, to remove or abate the 
same, shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than ten noi more than fifty dollars 
for every such offense. 

Sec 24. That undressed dead animals being or lying in any part of the cities of 
Washington or Georgetown, or the more denselv populated suburbs of said cities, 
viz: Any of the horse, mule, or jack kinds, or any cow, goat, calf, sheep, dog, or 
swine, are hereby declared nuisances injurious to health; and any person owning, 
possessing, or controlling anv such dead animal, or any person who shall knowingly 
place or allow such dead animal to remain in anv part of said cities or their said 
suburbs, and who shall fail to give notice thereof to the board of health within eight 
hours after the death of said animal, shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than 
five nor more than ten dollars for every such offense. 

Sec 25. That unmuzzled dogs going upon anv street, avenue, or other public 
place, between the fifteenth day of May and the fifteenth day of October in any 
year, mad dogs, and dogs bitten by hydrophobic dogs, are hereby declared nuisances 
injurious to health; and any person owning or keeping any dog who shall allow the 
same to go unmuzzled upon any street, alley, or other public place, between the 
fifteenth day of May and the fifteenth day of October in any year, or who shall 
refuse to kill, or to cause to be killed, any such dog owned or kept by him, which 
has gone mad, or given symptoms of hydrophobia, or who shall omit to confine any 
such animal exposed to such disease, or which has been bitten by a hydrophobic 
dog or animal, shall be deemed guilty of maintaining a nuisance, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined not less than one nor more that twenty-five dollars; 
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and any dog going at large between the fifteenth day of May and the fifteenth day 
of October in any year, without a proper muzzle, shall be taken up by the pound - 
master, who shall charge the owner of the same one dollar for its redemption; and 
every such dog not redeemed within twenty-four hours after having been taken up 
as aforesaid shall l>e liable to be shot by said poundmaster. 

Sec. 26. That it shall be the duty oi the health officer appointed by this board, 
upon receiving information or obtaining knowledge of the existence of any thing or 
things herein declared to be nuisances, or any thing or things which may hereafter 
be declared to be nuisances by any ordinance or resolution enacted or adopted by 
this board, to notify the person or persons committing, creating, keeping, or main- 
taining the same, to remove, or cause to be removed, the same within twenty-four 
hours, or such other reasonable time as may be determined by this board, after such 
notice be duly given; and if the same be not removed by such person or persons 
within the time prescribed in said notice, it shall be the duty of the health officer 
aforesaid to remove, or cause to be removed, such nuisance or nuisances, and all 
costs and expenses of such removal shall be paid by the persons committing, creating, 
keeping, or maintaining such nuisance or nuisances; and if the said costs and expenses 
thus accruing shall not be paid within ten days after such removal by said health 
officer, the same shall be collected from the person or persons committing, creating, 
keeping, or maintaining such nuisances by suit at law. 

Sec. 27. That all lines and penalties imposed by any section of this ordinance shall 
be collected by prosecution in the police or other proper court of the District of 
Columbia, by information filed in said court, at the instance of the board of health. 

And whenever the nuisance complained of is set forth as continuing and existing, 
and is shown to be such to the satisfaction of the court before whom the person cre- 
ating or maintaining said nuisance is tried, the party so offending shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, in addition to the fine imposed, be ordered by said court to abate or 
remove said nuisance. 

Sec. 28. That all ordinances, or parts of ordinances, of this board inconsistent or in 
conflict with the foregoing provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed.

ORDER REPEALING The second section of the Regulations of the Board of Health, entitled 
" Regulations to secure a full and correct record of vital statistics, including the registration of mar- 
riages, births, and deaths, the interment, disinterment, and removal of the dead in the District of 
Columbia." 

Offices of the Commissioners of the District of Columbia, 

Washington, January 8, 1902. 

Ordered: That in view of the fact that returns of all marriages solemnized in the 
District of Columbia are now required by law (section 1293, 31 Statutes, 1393) to be 
made to the clerk of the supreme court of said District, which renders it superfluous 
to record such marriages in the health department of the District, also, the second 
section of the Regulations of the Board of Health, entitled "Regulations to secure a 
full and correct record of vital statistics, including the registration of marriages, 
births, and deaths, the interment, disinterment, and removal of the dead in the 
District of Columbia," as follows, is hereby repealed: 

"Second. That it shall be the duty of every clergyman, magistrate, or other 
person who shall perform any marriage ceremony within the District of Columbia to 
report each marriage ceremony solemnized by him to the registrar aforesaid, within 
forty-eight hours thereafter, giving the full name, age, color, occupation, birthplace 
(State or county), and legal residence of each person married, and the date of such 
marriage." 

Here follows the regulations amended as above. 

REGULATIONS to secure a full and correct record of vital statistics including the registration of 
mamages, births, and deaths, the interment, disinterment, and removal of the dead in the District 
of Columbia. 

First. It is hereby ordered by the board of health of the District of Columbia that 
there shall be elected or appointed from its members, as the board may direct, an 
officer named and known as the registrar of vital statistics of the District of Colum- 
bia, but who may be designated registrar, and who shall, under the direction of said 
board, keep a full and correct record of vital statistics, issue such permits as are 
hereinafter required, make and publish a weekly statement of births, marriages, and 
deaths in said District, and perform such other duties as are hereinafter provided. 
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Third. That any physician, accoucheur, midwife, or other person in charge who 
shall attend, assist, or advise at the birth of any child within the District of Colum- 
bia, shall report to the registrar aforesaid, within six days thereafter, stating dis- 
tinctly the date of birth, sex, and color of the child or children born, its or their 
physical condition, whether stillborn or not, the full name, nativity, and residence 
of the parents, and maiden name of the mother of such child or children. 

Fourth. That whenever any person shall die within the District of Columbia it 
shall be the duty of the physician attending such person during his or her last sick- 
ness, or of the coroner of the District when the case comes under his official notice, 
to furnish and deliver to the undertaker, or other person superintending the burial 
of said deceased person, a certificate, duly signed, setting forth, as far as the same 
may be ascertained, the name, age, color, sex, nativity (giving State or country), 
occupation, whether married or single, duration of residence in the District* of 
Columbia, cause, date, and place of death (giving street and number), and duration 
of last sickness of such deceased person. And it shall be the duty of the undertaker, 
or other person in charge of the burial of such deceased person, to state in said cer- 
tificate the date and place of burial, and having signed the same, to forward it to the 
registrar aforesaid within twenty-four hours after such death: Provided, That in case 
of death from any infectious or contagious disease said certificate shall be so made 
and forwarded within eight hours thereafter. 

Fifth. That no interment or disinterment of the dead body of any human being, 
or disposition thereof in any tomb, vault, or cemetery shall be made within the Dis- 
trict of Columbia without a permit therefor, granted by the board of health of said 
1 >istriet, nor otherwise than in accordance therewith. And no sexton or other person 
shall assist in, or assent to, or allow any such interment or disinterment to be made 
until such permit has been given as aforesaid; and it shall be the duty of .every sex- 
ton or other person having charge of any burying ground, cemetery, tomb, or vault, 
as aforesaid, who shall receive any such permit, to preserve and return the same to 
the registrar aforesaid before 6 o'clock p. m. of the Saturday following the day of 
burial; and no sexton, undertaker, or other person shall bury, or cause to be buried, 
the body of any deceased person within the District of Columbia except in such 
grounds as are now known and used as burial grounds, or such as shall hereafter be 
by law designated and authorized to be used as such. 

Sixth. That no dead body or part of the dead body of any human being shall be 
in any manner carried or conveyed from, in, to, or through the District of Columbia 
by any person, or by means of" any boat, vessel, car, stage, or other vehicle, or by 
public or private conveyance, without a permit therefor first granted by the board of 
health of said District; "and when the remains of any deceased person are to be con- 
veyed, transferred, or removed beyond the limits of the District of Columbia, it shall 
be the duty of the person, or agent, or officer of the corporation having charge of the 
conveyance, transfer, or removal, to detach, sign, and return the coupon attached to 
*aid permit to the registrar of vital statistics of the board of health aforesaid before 
5 o'clock p. m. of the Saturday following the conveyance, transfer, or removal of 
said remains: Proindcd, That the same effect may be given by said board to a burial 
or transit permit issued by the proper authority of any other place or jurisdiction, 
when the death of the person named in the permit shall have occurred within such 
place or jurisdiction. 

Seventh. That whenever a permit for burial is applied for in case of death without 
the attendance of a phvsician, or if it be impossible to obtain a physician's certificate, 
it shall be the duty of the health officer to investigate the cause and circumstances of 
such death, to make and sign the certificate required by section 4 of these regula- 
tions, and if not satisfied as to the cause and circumstances of such death he shall so 
report to the board of health, who shall refer the case to the coroner of the District 
for investigation and report, and said coroner is hereby required to make such 
investigation and report. 

Eighth. That it shall be the duty of every physician, accoucheur, midwife, under- 
taker, sexton or superintendent of any cemetery, or other person having charge of 
the same, practicing medicine or doing business" within the District of Columbia, to 
register his or her name in a book or books to be provided for such purpose, at the 
office of the board of health of said District, giving full name, residence, and place 
of business, and in case of removal from one place to another in said District to make 
change in said register accordingly. , . 

Ninth. That any person who shall violate, or aid and abet in violating, any of the 
provisions of the foregoing regulations, shall, upon conviction thereof by competent 
judicial authority, be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five nor more than 
two hundred dollars for each and every such offense. 
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Tenth. That all rules, regulations, and ordinances heretofore passed by this board 
inconsistent with the provisions of these regulations be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed. 

Eleventh. That these regulations shall take effect and be in force on and after the 
first day of August, A. D. 1874. 

District of Columbia, Board of Health, 

Washington, August 28, 1814. 

First. It is hereby ordered that physicians required to register their names under 
the eighth regulation of the board, to secure a full and correct record of vital sta- 
tistics, do so upon a license received from some chartered medical society or upon a 
diploma received from some medical school or institution. 

Second. That the expression "physical condition," as employed in the statute 
heretofore enacted by the legislative assembly of the District, and incorporated in 
the third regulation, be denned as follows: 111 the general physical condition" whether 
healthy or unhealthy. But in no case will the board require in the enforcement of 
this rule that sick-bed or confidential communications made to physicians be revealed 
in the report required by this third regulation. 

Third. That on and after the fifteenth day of next month, by which time all 
physicians of the city may have registered according to the requirements of the 
board, the regulation with regard to penalties be rigidly enforced; and that up to 
that date the regulation with regard thereto, as far as any violations thereof have 
occurred, and as far as this board is concerned, as prosecutors, the same l>e not 
enforced. 



DECISIONS OF THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

RELATIVE TO THE SMOKE LAW. 
Thomas Bradley, plaintiff in error, v. The District of Columbia. 



SMOKE LAW; EVIDENCE; EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

1. The act of Congress of February 2, 1899, declaring the emission of dense black or gray smoke from 

the smokestacks or chimneys of certain classes of buildings, a public nuisance, and providing a 
penalty therefor, is on its face Valid; following Moses v. United States, 28 Wash. Law Rep., 598. 

2. The purpose of the act is to prevent the emission of certain dense black or gray smoke from the 

stacks and chimneys of certain classes of buildings, and not merely to prevent the emission of 
smokeonly so far asthe adoption of smoke-consuming or other devices can secure such prevention. 

3. The question as to how much knowledge a witness must possess of a certain science or art in order 

that his opinion shall be competent evidence, is a matter largely in the discretion of the trial 
court, and its ruling will be disturbed only when clearly erroneous. 

4. In a prosecution under said act, evidence offered on behalf of defendant that he was real-estate 

officer of a trust company owning the building from which the prohibited smoke was emitted and 
as such had charge of the building and furnaces; that he had examined the subject of abatement 
of smoke and was qualified by experience to speak as to it; that there was no device or method 
to be used in connection with hard, soft, or mixed coal or other materials that would cause com- 
bustion without emitting any smoke whatever, and that it was physically impossible to comply 
with the terms of said act of Congress, was excluded. Held, that defendant had not been shown 
inadmissible 0 teStify as an ex P° rt > Dut tnat even if he were 8° competent, the evidence was 

No. 1193. Decided May 20, 1902. 

In error to the police court of the District of Columbia. Affirmed. 
Mr. John B. Lamer for the plaintiff in error. 

Mr. A. B. Duvall, city solicitor, and Mr. E. H. Thomas, assistant, for the defendant 
in error. 

Mr. Justice Shepard delivered the opinion of the court: 

«** informations in the police court charged Thomas Bradlev, as the occupant 
of a building, with two distinct violations of the act of Congress of February 2, 1899, 
prohibiting the emission of a certain character of smoke from the chimneys of such 
buildings The informations were tried together, and the defendant was convicted 
under both and sentenced to pay a fine of $20 for each offense. 

The bill of exceptions reserved on the trial and on which the writ of error was 
applied for and granted recites the following offer of evidence on behalf of the 
defendant, which was rejected: 
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Defendant proposed to testify that lie was "the real-estate officer of the Washing- 
Ion Loan and Trust Company, a ten-story office building requiring the use of boilers 
and furnaces, and the building from which the said smoke was said to have been 
emitted, and had been such officer for a period of about three years; that he had 
charge of the furnaces and operating of said building, and was thoroughly acquainted 
therewith; that he had given the subject of the abatement of smoke examination 
and was qualified to speak from his experience in reference to said matter; and fur- 
ther, the defendant offered to prove by this witness and other witnesses that there 
w as no known device, machine, or method to be used either in connection with hard, 
soft, or mixed coals, or other materials, which would cause combustion without 
emitting any smoke whatever, and that it is physically impossible to comply with 
the terms of the act of Congress which declares that the emission of dense or thick 
bhick or gray smoke or cinders from any smokestack or chimney used in connection 
with any stationary engine, steam boiler, or furnace of any description within the 
District of Columbia is a public nuisance." 

2. The first and second errors assigned on behalf of the plaintiff in error, attack the 
constitutionality of the act of Congress declaring the emission of dense, or thick black, 
or gray smoke to be a nuisance. 

This question was argued before us in a former case arising under this act, and upon 
full consideration we then decided, that, for all that appeared on the face of the act 
or in the evidence submitted, its enactment was entirely within the power conferred 
upon Congress to legislate for the government of the District of Columbia (Moses v. 
United States, 16 App. D. C, 428; 28 Wash. Law Rep., 598.) 

The opinion delivered in that case sufficiently meets the argument in the case at 
bar and renders further discussion or citation of authority unnecessary. 

3. The next assignment presents a question on the construction of the act. 

The contention that "the act is designed to prevent the emission of smoke only so 
far as the adoption of smoke-consuming or other devices can secure such prevention," 
is founded on the fifth section, which reads as follows: "That no discrimination 
shall be made against any method or device which may be used for the prevention 
of smoke and which accomplishes the purposes of this act." 

We can not concur in this view of the intention of Congress. 

The plain purpose of the act is to prohibit the emission of certain dense black or 
<:ray smoke, described in the first section, from the stacks or chimneys of certain 
classes of buildings. Section 2 defines the persons who may be punished for the 
emission of such smoke. Section 3 declares each day's vi lation Af the act a separate 
offense and prescribes the punishment therefor. Section 4 provides for the detail of 
inspectors from time to time, who shall, under the supervision of the health depart- 
ment of the District, cause the prosecution of violators of the law. 

As was said in Moses r. United States, supra, p. 440, in sustaining the exclusion of 
evidence tending to show that there was no known appliance that would prevent the 
emission of dense black smoke in starting fires, coaling, or "rakingdown," in furnaces 
consuming bituminous coal: "That there maybe no smoke-consuming appliance 
that will, under all circumstances, prevent the nuisance is not a matter of relevancy. 
The facts concerning them were presumably within the knowledge of Congress also 
when it took action; and no provision has been made for their use. The use of 
smokeless fuel instead may have been expressly contemplated." 

Jn section 5, Congress, assuming that different appliances might possibly be found 
to consume all of the smoke of furnaces skillfully constructed and operated, recog- 
nizes the probability of their use in instances rather than a change to smokeless fuel, 
and seeks merely to provide against possible unjust discriminations between such 
devices on the part of the inspectors charged with the institution of prosecutions for 
violations of the law, provided only that the device adopted be one "which accom- 
plishes the purposes of this act." 

The controlling purpose of the act, as before pointed out, is in the first section, 
and had Congress intended merely to require the use, in all stationary furnaces, of 
someone of the numerous smoke-consuming appliances which had been invented 
and put upon the market, it would have so declared, instead of absolutely prohibiting 
the emission of the described smoke under any and all circumstances. 

4. The last assignment of error goes to the refusal of the court to permit the plain- 
tiff in error to testify on his own behalf as recited in the bill of exceptions. 

Again, we are of the opinion that the court did not err. 

In the first place, the question as to how much knowledge a witness must possess 
of a certain science or art in order that his opinion shall be competent evidence "is 
a matter which, in the nature of things, must be left largely to the discretion of the 
trial court, and its ruling thereon will not be disturbed unless clearly erroneous. 
(Chateaugay Iron Co. v. Blake, 144 U. S., 476, 484.) 
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It is very far from clear that the witness was competent to testify as an expert in 
respect of the matter of inquiry. 

On the contrary, we are inclined to the opinion that it is more clear that he was 
not. He was the real-estate officer of the trust company and as such had general 
charge of the building, and, presumably, of all buildings belonging to, or under the 
control of his employer. It was in this capacity, and not as a mechanical engineer, 
that he had charge of the furnace and the operation of the building. It does not 
appear that he had charge of the actual operation of the furnace, or that he was 
competent to operate it in person. 

The question to be elucidated was a practical one, that required practical knowl- 
edge and experience on the part of the witness to enable him to express a compe- 
tent opinion. The facts of the witness's qualification are analagous to those in the 
case of Chateaugay Iron Co. v. Blake, supra. 

There the witness was offered to express an opinion as to the daily crushing capacity 
of an ore mill, and his exclusion was sustained on appeal. As said by Mr. Justice 
Brewer, who delivered the opinion of the court: "This witness testified that he had 
been general manager of the defendant company for six years, and that he was at the 
mill as often as twice a month, and usually went there once a week. He does not 
appear to have been a practical machinist, or to have had any special knowledge of 
mining or crushing machinery. He was not superintendent of the workings of the 
mine or of the machinery, and does not claim to have been there regularly, or, indeed, 
oftener than once a week, and, as general manager, was apparently more employed 
in the financial and outside business affairs of the company than in the details of the 
mining or the practical workings of the machinery." 

In the case at bar, moreover, the recital is, that the witness "had given the subject 
of the abatement of smoke examination, and was qualified to speak from his experi- 
ence in reference to the matter." 

Instead of expressing his own opinion of his qualification, it was incumbent upon 
him to state the facts and circumstances tending to show the nature and extent of 
his knowledge and experience, so that the court could determine his competency 
therefrom. 

But had the witness been shown, or admitted, to be an expert in the practical 
operation of furnaces and smoke-consuming appliances, his statement, in the terms 
of the offer, would be inadmissible for other reasons. 

That there can be no combustion of any kind of fuel without the emission of 11 any 
smoke whatever" does not meet the question. 

All smoke is not prohibited, but only the thick or dense black or gray smoke, 
which the statute declares to be a nuisance. 

The further offer to testify that it is physically impossible to comply with the act 
of Congress prohibiting the dense black or gray smoke, is the mere statement of a 
conclusion — a broad generalization, without giving or offering to give the facts upon 
which it is founded, or by which its soundness and weight can be tested. 

The somewhat startling proposition that there is no accessible fuel of any descrip- 
tion whatsoever which can be burned in a stationary-engine furnace of proper 
construction and skillful operation, in cooperation with some approved smoke- 
consuming device, without the emission of the prohibited character of smoke, is 
propounded without the suggestion of a single fact or attested experiment in its 
support. It was not even proposed to show that the furnace in question was of 
skillful modern construction and supplied with a proper smokestack, or that an 
approved smoke-consuming device had been attached to it, much less, that reasonable 
and satisfactory experiments had been made with different kinds of ordinary fuel in 
an attempt to comply with the law. 

As the operation of the furnaces in large buildings for purposes of heating, power, 
etc., is unquestionably necessary to the enjoyment of their ownership, any regulation 
with which it would be impossible to comply, by the use of anv known and accessi- 
ble fuel, would be beyond the power of Congress to enact. But an act of Congress, 
in the exercise of its ordinary police power, as this appears to \>e on its face, is not 
to be lightly set aside as unreasonable and oppressive. The conditions which would 
justify such an exercise of the judicial power of review must be clearly established. 

The establishment of these conditions would necessitate a wide range of inquiry 
embracing the following, among others possibly: 

(1) What is the condition of the particular furnace or furnaces and smokestacks 
under consideration in respect of construction, maintenance, and operation? 

(2) Have any well-known or approved smoke-consuming devices been applied in 
a manner and under conditions favorable to their operation? 

(3) What character and quality of fuels are attainable in the market and have 
been used? 
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(4) Results of experiments made in good faith with the different fuels in connec- 
tion with properly constructed furnaces and approved smoke-consuming appliances. 

Evidence going to these points and perhaps others of like nature, should be 
received if offered on behalf of a defendant; and in connection with such as might 
be elicited by cross-examination, or introduced on behalf of the prosecution, would 
present the necessary facts on which the reasonableness of the statute may be fully 
and fairly determined. 

The evidence offered in this case fell far short of these requirements, as we have 
seen, and was properly held inadmissible. 

There l>eing no error in the proceedings, the judgments will be affirmed, with 
costs. It is so ordered.

Lindley E. Sinclair, plaintiff in error, r. The District of Columbia. 

SMOKE law; evidence; construction of statute. 

Plaintiff in error was prosecuted in the police court upon an information charging him, as occupant 
and agent of a curtain building situated at the premises of the United States Electric Lighting 
Company, with violating the provisions of the act of February 2, 1899, prohibiting the emission of 
dense black or grav smoke from smokestacks or chimneys. Held — 

1. That conversations' had with defendant twelve and eighteen months previously, in which he 

stated that he was superintendent of the power houses of the company, and letters written and 
signed by him in his official capacity, were admissible, in connection with other evidence in 
the case. 

2. A question asked on cross-examination of the engineer of the company, called as a witness for the 

prosecution, as to how he got his supply of coal for running the machinery, was properly excluded. 

3. Evidence as to whether the emitted smoke conld, under any circumstances, occasion material 

injury, inconvenience, or discomfort to the public, and to show that its emission could not be 
prevented without shutting down the furnaces and ceasing to operate the plant, was properly 
excluded; following Moses v. United States, 28 Wash. Law Rep. 598; Bradley v. District of Colum- 

4. The general term, building, as used in the act of February 2, 1889, includes all the contiguous 

structures occupied and used in the prosecution of one general business use or purpose; and 
therefore the occupancy of the defendant, as the general representative of the corporation, 
extended to every part of the premises used in carrying on the general business, and the fact that 
he kept his private office and desk in a particular place on the premises removed from the boiler 
or furnace room to which the smokestack was attached is immaterial in determining the question 
of his liability. 

No. 1219. Decided June 23, 1902. 

In error to the police court of the District of Columbia; affirmed. 
Mr. C. 0. Cole, Mr. J J. Darlington, and Mr. W. C. Sullivan for the plaintiff in 
error. 

Mr. A. B. Duvall, city solicitor, and Mr. E. H. Thomas, assistant, for the defendant 
in error. 

Mr. Justice Shepard delivered the opinion of the court: 

1. The plaintiff in error has been convicted in the police court of the District of 
Columbia under an information charging him with the violation of the act of Con- 
gress of February 2, 1899, prohibiting the emission of dense or thick black or gray 
smoke or cinders from the smokestacks or chimneys attached to stationary engines, 
boilers, and furnaces in buildings in the District of Columbia. The information con- 
tains two counts. The iirst charges the defendant, Lindley E. Sinclair, as the " occu- 
pant of a certain building, to wit, the building situated at the premises of the United 
States Electric Lighting Company, in square numbered two hundred and fifty-nine 
(259) in the city aforesaid, in the District aforesaid, to which said building there is 
attached a smokestack and chimney used in connection with a certain stationary 
engine, steam boiler, and furnace in said building, ' etc. 

The second count charges the said defendant as "the agent of a certain building" 
situated as before described m count 1. 

2. The first assignment of error is on an exception taken to the admission of the 
evidence of the witness Lynch relating to a conversation had with the plaintiff in 
error. 

Lynch is an inspector of the health department, which is charged with the duty of 
enforcing the law Having testified to the emission ot the prohibited smoke from 
the smokestack oi the power house oi the Electric Lighting Company m square No. 
259, at several different times on Februarv 25, 1902, he proceeded to state that about 
eighteen months before, he had visited the plant with a view to ascertain who had 
supervision ot the same, that he saw the defendant and told him he had been detailed 
to aid in the enforcement ot the ' smoke law,' and inquired what steps had been 
taken to abate the smoke nuisance at the various power houses, that defendant said 
that he was superintendent of and had supervision over the power houses of the corn- 
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pany, including that in square No. 259; that six months later he made another visit 
and had another conversation with defendant; that defendant then said that thev 
were negotiating for smoke consumers and expected to prevent the emission of the 
objectionable smoke; that defendant was then informed that something must be done 
or prosecutions would be instituted. Objection was made by defendant on the 
grounds, first, that the date was too remote, and, second, that the agency of the 
defendant for the Electric Lighting Company could not be proved by the admission 
of the alleged agent. 

The objection that the admission of the defendant was made too long before the 
date of the offense charged, if well taken, was cured by additional testimony tending 
to show that at and subsequent to the date of the offense the defendant was the gen- 
eral superintendent of the Lighting Company, and as such had his office in the build- 
ing on said square '259. Part of this testimony consisted of letters written by defend- 
ant, as general superintendent, to the District Commissioners, relating to water supply, 
bills, etc., for the plant, output of electricity, etc. The last, dated February 5, 1902, 
was a report of the quantity of coal consumed in October, November, and December, 
1901, and January, 1902. The engineer in charge of the thirteen furnaces also testi- 
fied that he had been employed by defendant and his pay agreed upon with him; 
that defendant was general superintendent and his superior officer, and that he made 
verbal and written reports to him from time to time relating to the operation and 
repairs of the boilers and engines. 

The general secretary of the Electric Lighting Company was called for the defend- 
ant, and stated that defendant had been appointed superintendent by oral order of 
the president of the company, made in the presence of the witness. On cross-exam- 
ination he stated that defendant had been told "to go down there and look after the 
operation of the plant." (It would seem from this and other statements that the 
general office of the company is located elsewhere; but the fact was not undertaken 
to be proved.) 

In the course of the examination also of the engineer in immediate charge of the 
furnaces and engines, counsel for defendant stated: "There is no question about Mr. 
Sinclair's general authority to direct about the repairs of the machinery wherever 
necessary, and the operating of the machinery to a certain extent." 

The conversation of Lynch with the defendant, as well as the letters of the latter 
as general superintendent, were admissible against him. The prosecution was that 
of defendant as occupant and agent, and not of his principal for his acts as such 
agent. The admission was offered to incriminate him and not his principal. 

3. There was no error in refusing to permit thedefendant, in the cross-examination 
of the engineer, Bolton, to ask, "how he got his supply of coal for running the 
machinery?" There is nothing in the record to show the relevancy of the proposed 
evidence. However, had the purpose been declared to show that the defendant had 
nothing to do with the purchase and supply of the coal for consumption in the fur- 
naces, the exclusion of the testimony would not be error. 

If defendant was the occupant of the building fr< m the nnoketack of which the 
prohibited smoke had been emitted, acting as the g< neral superintendent and agent 
of the owner, then he is punishable by the express terms of the act of Congress, no 
matter by whom the coal may have been purchased or furnished, or actually placed 
in the furnaces for consumption. 

4. There was no error in refusing to permit a witness to testify w hether the smoke 
that was emitted on February 25, 1902, could under any circumstances occasion 
material injury, inconvenience, or discomfort to the public.* Moses v. United States, 
lb App. D. C, 441; 28 Wash. Law Rep., 598. 

5. The next assignment of error relates to the exclusion of testimony offered to 
show that the emission of the prohibited smoke could not be prevented without 
shutting down the furnaces and ceasing the operation of the plant. 

Without reciting and analyzing this testimony, it is sufficient to sav that it is simi- 
lar in character to that recently considered in the case of Bradiev r. District of 
Columbia, 30 W L. R., 455, and was rightly excluded for reasons stated at length in 
the opinion in that case. 

6. Errors have been assigned on certain instructions given to the jury, as well as 
upon others that were prayed by the defendant and refused, to which, respectively, 
exceptions were regulary reserved. 

It is not worth while to consume space by setting out the first and second instruc- 
i ? 8 ' Au t . hese . " is sufficient to say that they correctly defined the law and the 
duty of the jury m the consideration of evidence of its violation 

The third and fourth instructions read as follows : 

" 3. The jury are instructed that if they find from the evidence that the defendant, 
at the time charged in the information, had control of the premises mentioned 
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therein, and had his office or place of business on said premises, then he was an 
occupant of said premises within the meaning of the act of Congress under which he 
is now proceeded against," 

"4. The jury are instructed that if they find from the evidence that the defendant, 
as superintendent of the United States Electric Lighting Company, had an agency in 
the control of the furnaces producing the smoke described in the evidence at the 
time charged and place mentioned in the information and evidence, or at said time 
and place had as such agent control of the engineer or other person who operated 
the same, and that at said time and place dense or thick black or gray smoke was 
emitted or issued from any smokestack or chimney of said premises used in connec- 
tion with any stationary engine, steam boiler, or furnace thereon, then they should 
find the defendant guilty." 

Instructions live and six are practically to the same effect as three and four, above 
quoted. 

The information, it will be remembered, charged the defendant as the occupant of 
a building situated at the premises of the United States Electric Lighting Company 
in square 259. 

The testimony to which the foregoing instructions were intended to apply tended 
to show the following facts relating to the location of the stationary engines, boilers, 
and furnaces owned by the United States Electric Lighting Company, and operated 
under the general superintendence of the defendant as its agent and the responsible 
occupant of its building. Square 259, or the part thereof occupied by the Lighting 
Company, is bounded by Thirteen-and-a-half, B, and Fourteenth streets, in the city 
of Washington, N W. The power house is on the north side of B street between Thir- 
teen-and-a : half and Fourteenth streets. This power-house building is divided into 
two parts. The southern part contains the dynamos and engines and the rear part 
the engines and boilers, which are connected with the smokestack at the Four- 
teenth street end of the building. A wing connected by doors runs north to the 
line of the company's property. North of the boiler room is a private alley, called 
a " blind alley," which opens on Fourteenth street. One side of this alley is bounded 
by the brick Vail of the power house, and the other by the wall of the building front- 
ing Fourteenth street and bearing the number 213 and a sign indicating the office of 
the company. The alley extends the length of 213 and stops against the wall of the 
power-house wing aforesaid. A brick wall projects a short distance from the wall on 
each side of the mouth of the alleyway, and an iron gate between enables it to be 
opened and closed at the will of the "owner. A double door opens from this alley 
into the boiler room and three doors open from the same into the rear of No. 213, 
which part is used as a repair shop. The rear wall of the power-house wing, crossing 
the end of the alleyway, constitutes the rear wall of No. 213 aforesaid. 

The building marked No. 213 Fourteenth street contains four other premises, 
numbers 215, 217, 219, and 221, which are used as storerooms and all of which have 
connecting doors as well as an interior yard or court with which they connect. On 
the northern wall of these premises, which is the wall of No. 221, there is a large 
painted sign: "The United States Electric Lighting Company: Office, 213 Fourteenth 
street, NW." A witness for the prosecution said that defendant had his office and 
desk in No. 213, and that he had seen him in nearly every room of the building. 
The general secretary of the companv testified as follows: "The defendant has no 
office in the building where the machinery or boilers or furnaces are. That the 
building containing the machinery fronts oil B street running from Thirteen-and-a 
half and B streets to Fourteenth and B streets and north about 120 feet. That is the 
power house which contains the machinery and boilers. Then the next is the alley- 
way, about 15 or 20 feet wide. On the north side of that alleyway, and to the north 
of the building containing the machinery referred to, is the building occupied by 
Mr. Sinclair, and that there is no office of the company in the building where the 
machinery is. That defendant's office is in No. 213. That the power house and the 
ouilding, No. 213 are not under the same roof, but are separate buildings." 

The defendant asked several counter-instructions embodying his view of the effect 
of this testimony, all of which were refused. One of these (No. 9) presents the 
issue directly as follows: "The jury are instructed that if they find there is no 
smokestack on building No. 213 Fourteenth street, then their verdict should be for 
the defendant." 
We find no error in the action of the trial court. 

Building, as used in the act of Congress, comprehends something more than may 
be known as a single house, or a tenement considered as a part of a building occu- 
pied by a distinct tenant. 

Looking at the general purpose and scope of the act, it is reasonably clear that the 
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general term, building, was intended to include all the contiguous structures occu- 
pied and used in the prosecution of one general business use or purpose. Unques- 
tionably, too, if a natural person, as owner or lessee, conducted the same business 
upon the same premises as described in the testimony, he would be liable as owner 
or occupant whether he had his private business office in a separate house on the 
premises, or even if he had no such private office at all. And if the same business 
were carried on by a general representative of a distant owner, such representative 
would be liable as occupant and agent under the same circumstances. 

As the premises and business belonged to a corporation, it could only act in its 
operation through representatives and agents. 

That the defendant was the general managing representative and agent of the 
corporation in the conduct of the business is put beyond question by the evidence. 

He was not limited to the supervision of the office in a particular part of t he build- 
ing, but was in management and control of the operation of the entire plant. That 
he kept his private office and desk in a particular place removed from the boiler 
and furnace room is a matter of no importance whatever in determining his liability. 
As the general representative of the corporation, his occupancy extended to every 
part of the premises used in carrying on the general business, and his agency extended 
to each and every part of the general building. 

The judgment must be affirmed, with costs. It is so ordered.

Lindley E. Sinclair, plaintiff in error, v. The District of Columbia. 

smoke law; evidenxe; surplusage; videlicet. 

Where an information charging the defendant with a violation of the provisions of the " smoke law" 
alleged that he was "the occupant of a certain building, to wit. the building situated at No. 213 
Fourteenth street, X. \Y." but the evidence, while showing that the smokestack from which the 
prohibited smoke was emitted was one of a contiguous group of buildings all occupied and used 
by the corporation of which the defendant was the general representative, failed to show that it 
was attached to the particular house known as No. 213 Fourteenth street, it was held that the 
street number was not an ingredient of the offense, and that its allegation being mere harmless 
surplusage, could be disregarded even if not alleged under a videlicet. 

No. 1218. Decided June 23, 1902. 

In error to the police court of the District of Columbia. Affirmed.

Mr. Justice Shepard delivered the opinion of the court : 

Like No. 1219, recently decided, this case comes before us on a writ of error to the 
police court of the District, in which the plaintiff in error, Lindley E. Sinclair, was 
convicted of the violation, on Februarv 11, 1902, of what is commonly called the 

smoke law," enacted by Congress for the District of Columbia. 

The only difference between this case and No. 1219, aforesaid, is in the form of 
tlit* lniormation. 

This, in the case at bar, contains but one count, which charges, that the defendant 
m the city ot Washington, District of Columbia, on Februarv 11, 1902, "being then 
and there the occupant of a certain building, to wit, the building situated at No. 213 
fourteenth street northwest, in the city aforesaid, in the District of Columbia, to 
which said building there is attached a smokestack and chimney used in connection 
with a certain steam boiler, and furnace in said building, the said Lindley E. Sin- 
clair, as such occupant, did then and there unlawfully cause, permit, and allow the 
emission into the open air," etc. 

In the preceding case (No. 1219), upon evidence substantially similar in respect 
ot the description of the premises where the business of the United States Electric 
Lighting Company is carried on, under the general superintendence of the defendant, 
it was held that the defendant, as such general superintendent of the company, was

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Assuming it to he true, then, as contended on hehalf of the plaintiff in error, that 
the evidence fails to show that the smokestack, from which the prohihited smoke 
was emitted, was attached to the particular one of the contiguous houses known as 
No. -13 Fourteenth street, the question arises, whether the prosecution was bound 
by the particular description as alleged. 

We are of the opinion that it was not. The street number of the building was not 
an ingredient of the offense. It was not essential by way of identification, and 
could have l>een omitted without affecting the charge of the offense in any respect 
whatever. Being mere harmless surplusage, it could be disregarded in evidence even 
if not alleged under a videlicet. United States ? 1 . Sumner, 3 Storv, 12, 13; United 
States v. Vickery (U. S. C. C. Md.), 1 H. & J., 427; Ravvlings v. State, 2 Md., 201, 
212; Henderson v. State, 105 Ala., 82, 85; McConnell v. State, 22 Tex. Ct App. (Cr), 
354, 368; State v. Hecht, 23 Minn., 549. 

The allegation of the particular number, however, was made under a videlicet, as 
shown in the extract from the information heretofore given. 

It is true that the videlicet would not have the effect to relieve the pleader from 
proof if the fact so alleged be necessary to the description of the identity of that with 
which ir is connected. But when the particular allegation, descriptive of time, place, 
etc., is not so essential, its statement under the videlicet clearly indicates that the 
pleader has not undertaken to prove the precise facts and circumstances so alleged, 
and he will not be held to them. 1 Greenleaf, Ev., Sec. 00; State v. Hecht, 23 
Minn., 549. 

All other questions in the case having been disposed of by the decision in No. 1219, 
the judgment will be affirmed with costs; and it is so ordered.
